N. J., Nov. 26.r-Irx a die- 
astrorfs factory fire there today twenty- 
four lives are known to-ha'^ e been lost 
and forty or more persons were in- 
jured, some probably fatally. 


N e a r l y all the'»victims were young 
women workers iç the manufacturing 
plant in 
the 
building, a four story 
structure, which took fire from an ex- 
plosion on the third floor. Loss of life 
and . injury, was heaviest among the 
fifty girls on the floor, who were trap- 
ped by the quick spreading flames. 


Some of them jumped to safety in 
fire nets and others to their death or 
serious injury on the pavement be- 
low. 


An investigation by the police re- 
sulted in a statement that fire orig- 
inated when Miss Sadie Henson, was 
cleaning a carbon of an incandescent 
lamp in the shop of the Aetna Electric 
company. . She poured gasoline into 
the apparatus which she was operating 
and in a twinkling thei-e • was a blaze 
that flared up into Miss.Henson's face 
and • connected wnth some waste paper 
material.

Miss Jennie Gill, who was enjployed 
.by Wolff, was saved just in time from 
jumping by the firemeh. She said fhe 
was in .à room' on the fourth floor 
with Miss- Anpa Hague, the forewom- 
an:. Miss Anna ^Snaith and Miiss Au- 
gusta ' Ebert. ' .Miss Hague, discovered 
smoke and ran to a window

of New York, itnd 
the suit, which is brought under the 
Sherman anti-trust law, is expected to 
be one of the most important actions 
of the kind ever undertaken 
in this 
country. 
The government's petition is 
a lengthy one, occupying 221 printed 
pages, and is a sweeping arraignrhént 
of the defendant companies. 


Big Gift to Havemeyer. 


One of the allegations is that 
the 
late H. O. Havemeyer, of New York, 
long head of the sugar éombine, re- 
ceived $10,000,000 common stock of the 
National Sugar Refining Compafiy of 
New Jersey, as a gift, at the time the 
corporation was formed to take into 
the combine four 
independent 
con- 
cerns—the 
National 
Sugar 
Refining 
company, run by B. R. Howells S^n & 
Co.; the New York 
Sugar 
Refining 
Company of Long Island City. N. Y., 
operated by Claus Doshor: the Mollon- 
hauer Sugar Refining 
Company 
of 
Brooklyn 
and 
the 
W. J. 
McCahan 
Sugar Refining Company of Philadel- 
phia. 
These companies up 
to 
1900 
were Independent, and, it is said, the 
American company was determined to 
acquire them. 
Under a plan inaugu- 
rated by Mr. Havemeyer, John B. Par- 
sons and James H. Post, the National 
company was formed and took 
over 
the four plants, 
Mr. Post, obtaining 
options on them. 
When the new stock 
was delivered, the petition sets forth. 
Post delivered 100,000 shares of com- 
m.on- stQckl the entire issue, with 
a 
par value of $10,000,000, to Mr. Have- 
meyer. ^ The petition says that thosf 
shares '"were Issued in the 
first 
In- 
stance contrary to law, in violation of 
the corporation's franchise, and for no 
consideration as, both s.ai|[ P o s t . and 
Haverneyer then well knew." '

The 
government 
also 
alleges 
that 
when the Américah company took over 
four 
Philadelphia 
companies—the 
Franklin Sugar Refining company, the 
Spreckels Sugar Refining company, the 
Delaware Sugar House and the E. C. 
Knight company—Mr. Havemeyer and 
his 
brother 
Theodore 
Havemeyer 
bought 45 per cent of the stock o f the 
Spreckels company and then sold it at 
a large profit to the American 
com- 
pany, of which both were directors. 


In general, the petition charges that 
the defendants "for soma time 
past 
have been, and are now engaged In an 
unlawful combination and 
conspiracy 
to restrain the trade and 
commerce 
among and between the several states 
and territories of the United 
States, 
and

foreign nations, in raw su- 
gar," sugar beets, refined sugar, 
mo- 
lasses, syrup and other by-products of 
raw sugar and sugar beets, and to mo- 
nopolize the 
same. 
Such 
unlawful 
co'mbination and conspiracy is the re- 
sult and 
outgrowth 
of 
a 
series of 
wrongful acts extending over a period 
of many years, and participated in bj- 
defendants, respectively, in the man- 
ner and to th eextent hereinafter more 
fully set forth..

In a comtnunicatlon to the chief of 
police Dr. Eric Crull, secretary of the 
city health department, asks the rigul 
enforcement of the anti-spitting ordi- 
nance and announce that with a litrle 
assistance he will check the dangerous

public halls, at the depots and in the 
street cars. 


He points out "Tlie great danger ^f 
transmitting disease through the med- 
ium of sputum and says that although 
the ordinance has been on the city law 
books for five years no attention has 
been paid to it. 
He also says 
that 
the multitudinous duties of the sani- 
tary policemen make it impossible for 
them to look after the enforcement of 
this ordinance. 


"Give violators of this ordinance one 
wàrning and then arrest them." said 
the doctor, "and I believe the custom 
will soon be abolished. 
There is no 
reason why it should not be enforced 
and 1 think a few fines will have the 
effect of making people more careful. 
The city is full of spit hogs who need 
a lesson."

Lagrange, Ind., Nov. 28.—It will cost 
Lagrange county $12,409 for bridges 
alone, as the result of the dredging of 
the Fly Creek ditch, and much of this 
money, it is alleged, could have been 
saved had the county commissioners 
insisted -»n the ditch contractor ad- 
hering ; .. ictly to the specifications. 


According to a remonstrance filed in 
the Lagrange circuit court, in which 
eighty petitioners ask the court to re- 
strain Contractor Clyde A. Walb from 
continuing his v/ork of dredging the 
ditch with a twenty-four foot dredge, 
the specifications call for a much nar- 
rower ditch. At some points the speci- 
fication call for a ditch less than fif- 
teen feet wide, and at many of the 
stations it is to be less than seventeen 
feet. 


The twenty-four foot 
dredge 
will 
make the ditch several feet wider than 
originally intended and hence will also 
increase the cost of the bridges, which 
must of necessity be longer than orig- 
inally intended.

tious prosecuting attorney to diligent 
effort. 
The public gets its trimmings

The Im- 
fmedlate effect is to give the sailors in- 
creased pay, shorters hours of service 
ind le«s work through the reiiruitirtg of 
2d<iltiòns to the crews and to abolish 
corporal punishment in the fleet. 


Formality of Surrender. 


FoUpwihg the action, of congress the 
nutineers went through the formality 
of purrendérihg apd before noon today 
the city had resumed its normal ac- 
tivity and the public excitement had 
subsided. While the revolt lasted, the 
people of the city were kept in a state 
of suspense, fearing that the mutineers 
would make good their threat to blow 
Up the capital unless their wishes were 
met. 
It 
is doubtful, however, 
that 
¡|they would have taken this step in any 
ievent because of the likelihood of 
compUcations 
with 
Great 
Britain, 
tiuring the .progress of the revolt Jas 
Bryce, British ambassador to the Unit- 
ed States was the guest of Baron Rio 
Branco, the èra.zlllan foreign minister, 
and hè would have been as likqely as 
any one to suffer from a bombardment. 
On the other hand the mutinous bat- 
tleship Sao Paulo had on board sev- 
eral British subjects who accompanied 
thè vessel in its first trip homé after its 
construction at Barrow 
in Furness, 
England. 


Some of the Restraints. 


At the outbreak of the trouble Sir 
William H. D. Haggard, British min- 
ister to Brazil, notified the Brazilian 
foreign office that any attempt of th? 
oyal torpedo boats to desroy the re- 
volting warships would be attended by 
3anger to their subjects on board.

tated 'to- damàge the bulwarks of Its 
nav>'. ' TheTre is no attempt to give a 
politicai color; to the revolt as ottly pet: 
ty navy 'officers participated with the 
sailors, bitt the mutinous ships coftsti- 
tuted a 'controlling proportion of the 
fleet. 


Has But Two Dreadnaughts. 


Brazil has but two dreadnaughts, the 
Minas Geraes and the Sao Paulo, and 
these being joined by the coast de- 
fense ships. Marshal 
Floriano 
and 
Marshal Deodora and the scout ship 
Bahia, the possesiiorfe were in practical 
control of the fleet and if necessary 
to accomplish 
their 
ends 
probably 
could have made short work of the' 
smaller craft consisting of six protect- 
ed cruisers, three torpedo cruisers and 
several vessels of the gunboat class. 


The " trouble among the- sailors had 
been brewing for some time, and when 
the Minas Geraes ran up the red flag 
Tuesday night the other vessels soon 


did not return to port until some hours 
later. 


Congress met 4n' extraordinary ses- 
sion this morning. V Thé chamber of 
deputies first concurred with the sen- 
até in granting amnesty to ^ e muti- 
neers. Both houses then passed reso- 
lutions conceding the demands of the 
sailors. As soon as the action of con- 
gress became known the mutinous 
crews surrendered and the revolt was 
at an end. 
The city was soon quiet 
and resuming Its normal activities.

ERROR AT MUNCIE 
IS ADMITTED LATER 


Suspected Diphtheria Cases 
Had Gone Through on 
Earlier Car. 


After the Fort Wayne city health 
department had held up an incoming 
Interurban car Frida,y morning for an 
• hour until the car, its. crew and fifteen 
ór more passengers could be fumi- 
gated on 
account 
of the 
suspected 
presence of diphtheria Aboard, it. de- 
veloped that the treaJipent had been 
applied to the wrong dP^and the wrong 
collection of passengera. ; 


The error occurred wlt^ life author- 
ities at Miincie who gave the warning 
to the Tort Wayné health department, 
and it developed that the suspected 
diphtheretic cases had -been aboard a 
car which reached Fort Wayne at $ 
o'clock 
Thursday night, had 
gotten 
safely through the city ànd~ proceeded 
on their Journey to Ohio. 


Caused Muoh Exeittment. 


The incident occasioned much ex- 
citement among interurban officials, 
who acted promptly in dealing with a 
situation that seemed serious in the 
• extreme. 
The report came to local 
traction 
oflTiclals from 
the 
Indiana 
Union system authorities at Muncie. 
It was to the effect that several diph- 
theretic cases who had brpken Quaran- 
tine had boarded north-bound car No. 
¿07 Friday a. m. at Muncie. but had 
gotten off at some point between Mun- 
cie and BluflCton. 


The car was due in a few minutes, 
and Patrolman Paul oi^ duty at the 
interurban station quickly notified the 
city health department and was given 
Instructions to permit no person to 
leave the car when it reached the sta- 
tion. The car came in at 9:05 o'clock, 
and as passengers started to clamber 
oft Patrolman Paul confronted them, 
explained the situation briefly and an- 
nounced that none would be allowed to 
leave the car until the health authori- 
ties gave the word. 
Two passengers 
who had set foot upon the ground w^ere 
ordered back into the car; 


Dr. E. A. Crull, secretary of the city 
board of health, arrived a little later 
with his sanitary officers and the fumi- 
gating apparatus. 
News that 
diph- 
theria c ^ e s had been aboard the car 
caused some alarm among the pas- 
sengers, ahd there was no complaint at 
tlie ordeal of fumigation under the di- 
rection of the health department. 
It 
was an hour or more before the pas- 
sengers -were finally allowed to quit the 
car. 
The . car was then sent to thà. 
•barns and another substituted for thè 
return trip. 


Half an hour later came the admis- 
Wpn from Muncie that officials there 
had fallen into an error, and that in - 
stead of riding aboard car No. 207 to- 
" day- the suspects had 
in fact 
been 
carried 
northward on Car No. 30Ô, 
which reached 
Fort 
Wayne 
at 
9 
o'clock Thursday night. 
This car was 
today at Muncie, and as quickly as the 
discovery was m/ide it was given a 
fumigation by the Muncie health de- 
partment. 


More detailed information given the 
local officials later was to the effect 
that the suspected cases were those of 
a Mr. and Mrs. Berkman and their 
little child, who came from Paris, III., 
accompanying the corpse of another 
child to Ohio for burial. When the car 
reached Montpelier the little child be- 
came very ill, the symptoms indicating 
diphtheria.

He had been before the court before 
and the experience was not new to him. 
Once before he had been arrested for 
brutally beating the woman and she' 
sought his release in the hope that he 
would help her. In this he failed and 
Judge Frank Mungovan decided that 
it was not in his power to inflict the 
punishment the case deserved and he 
held the man to the circuit court in the 
hope that a term in the state prison 
might either bring him to a realizatioa 
of his duty or get for him the punish-

Under the statute a man can be sent 
to prison for from one to seven years 
for neglectinfe to support his children.

SELF-DEFENSE IS PLEA 


Anderson,

25.—^Frank 
Rickets. .29 years oldr an employe of 
the Sefton Manufacturing/ company, 
shortly after noon yestsrdak shot and 
killed his 
wife, Ida, and 
a woman 
known as Nettle Brltton. When arrest- 
ed a few minutes later he was pulling 
the trigger of a" revolver pointed at his 
head, but the cartridge had been pre- 
viously discharged. 


When taken to police headquarters 
Rickets said the shooting was in self- 
defense. After being placed In a cell 
he refused to talk regarding the crime. 
The shooting took place in the Deckpr 
building, 
at 
Meridan 
and 
Tenth 
streets. 


Rickerts, who Is a machinist, was 
maddened by jealousj', the police say. 
He and his wife had been separated 
for several months and he frequently 
had asked the police to arrest her for 
alleged misdemeanors. 
The man went 
to the building in which his wife had 
been living with Mrs. Brltton yester- 
day and asked the janUor to direct 
him to their rooms. 
Soon afterward a 
passing policeman heard several shots 
In the building and running up the 
slalrs met Rickerts with a smoking re- 
volver in his hand. Rickerts attempted 
to shoot himself, the policeman said, 
but all the cartridges In his revolver 
had been discharged. 


Taking Rickerts with him into an 
upper hall way, the policeman there 
found the body of Mrs. Rickerts. 
She 
had been shot through the heart. 
In 
a nearby room was the body of Mrs. 
Brltton. 
who also 
had 
been 
shot 
through the heart. 
Both women were 
attired for the street. 
The police be- 
lieve that Rickets had waited for the 
women in the darkened hall way and 
had shot them as they walked toward 
the head of the stairs and that Mrs. 
Brltton had run to the room in which 
her body was found. 


At the police station Rickets said 
that when the door of Mrs. Britton'-J 
apartment was opened in response to 
his knock, his wife called to Mrs. Brlt- 
ton to "get a revolver" and that she 
would kill her husband. 
Mrs. Brltton 
handed Mrs. Rickets 
a 
revolver, he 
said, and the latter shot at him, the 
bullet passing through his hat. 
He 
then opened fire, he said. 


The police discredit Rickets' story 
because they did, not find a second re- 
volver. There was a bullet hole In his 
hat, but it is believed It was made 
when he attempted to fire the last bul- 
let In his revolver Into his brain. 


Rickets is 29 years old and his wife 
and Mrs. Brltton were about the same 
age. 
The Rickets had two children 
who are in an orphanage.

Anti-Saloon League Will 
Make Fight for County 
Option Law. 


"The Anti-Saloon league of Indiana 
la planning t© organize every county 
in the state for the purpose of draw- 
ing up a petition addressed to the 
next legislature against any repeal or 
amendment of the county local option 
law, and we believe that the evidence 
of the temperance sentiment will be 
so clear that the legislature will not 
repeal or amend the law," said Rev. 
N. C. Shirey, suiJcrintendent óf th-i 
Antl-Saloon league. In an Interview 
with The Sentinel. 


"I do not believe that the way the 
election resulted was caused by any 
diasatisfaction with the local option 
law," continued Mr. Shirey. 
"This is 
shown by the election returns, as it 
was oh national issues that the elec- 
tion hinged. and the people voted on 
these issues.

In Jay county Adair '«'iis elected to 
congress on the democratic ticket, re- 
ceiving a majority of 1,504, while the 
l^lslatlve candidate on the same tick- 
et was defeated by 209 votes a dlfier- 
encè of 1,713 vot^. As far as the elee 
tion shows anything. I think, that }t 
shows the Bentlment in Indiana on tho 
county option law is to uphold It, and 
I believe that the people are mor^thap 
ever determined not to fall b a ^ but 
to how their ground. 


"In Oklahoma the question of re- 
submission of the liquor law was one 
of the issues and it was defeated by 
three 
times tlfe majority by 
which 
the amehdme^nt was originally carried. 
In Nebraska Dr. Dahlman, the liquor 
candidate for governor, was defeatè-l 
by 25,000 majority, and in Tennessee 
on the temperance issues^ a republican 
governor was elected fòr the first tim«« 
since the civil war.

cyanide- of 
potassium,

deadly poison, to kill the Gypsy Queen, 
a trick elephant, yesterday 
afternoon

sentence 
passed on her for the murder of her 
keeper, Robert Schiel, on Oct. 20 last. 


Less than one grain 
Is 
ordinarily 
iatal to m a n and the first convulsive 
symptoms superv^ene almost before the 
victim can set down the glass from 
which he swallows. 
But the 
Queen 
swayed backward and 
forward 
flap- 
ping her big ears for ten minutes be- 
fore she showed the least uneasiness, 
and it was forty-four minutes before 
she was pronounced 
dead. 


The poison was given her in three 
pailfuls of bran mash in which 
had 
been sprinkled 
100 capsules 
each of 
five grains of cyanide. 
She had been 
starved for twenty-four hours and ate 
greedily. 


Great Hulk Succumbs. 


At the end of ten minutes she shiv- 
ered in all her vast 
bulk 
of 
7,650 
pounds,: hfer 
knees 
weakening, 
her 
trunk grew rigid, she rolled her eyes 
and fell. 
In the next two minutes she 
got up four timea, struggling against 
the chains that bound her. 


At the end of twenty minutes her

The Queen was 87 years old, born in

There are approximately 500,000 
families in the state and 300,000 pri- 
vate wells, most of which are shallow. 
The analyses of the last five, years in- 
dicate that 50 per cent of the wells are 
polluted. 
We are . able to 
examine 
about 
1.000. wells, annually

150 years to

half the wells in the state.. 


Condemns Shallow Weils. 


"If more, than one family live on an 
acre of ground, shallow wella should 
not be used a t all. 
Everj- 
shallow 
well in a city or .in a town or village 
should be condemned. 
It Is true that 
the earth possesses magical power of 
restoring the pristine quality of pol- 
luted water, within certain limitations. 
If the soil is free from rocks,, hardpan 
and clay and contains sufficient quan- 
tity of fine sand, the sand is a sufficient 
filter 
to purge the water of 
disease 
bacteria and foreign substance. 
The 
power of the sand to purge the water 
is> limited to a certain number of years 
and is liable to break down any time. 
The water from a cesspool will seep 
through the soil 100 j-ards in all di- 
rections, and for this reason it Is pos- 
itively dangerous to use many wells in 
the country.

^ e - conventional kimona sleeve iSi 
., of courije, cut In one -with the waist, 
, the whole being' known as the peasa»t 
. , blouse. 
In isheer f>r medium weight 
fabrics, such, as nets, ^iks, etc., 
the 
material is usually tucked before being 
; cut, while in heavier jgoods, such as 
velvet, velvetteen, corduroy and cloths, 
there is no attempt at fulness. 


It is a mistake to beM^ve that these 
two styles only are de mode.. The 
fussy kimona sleeve is as fashionable 
as the plain style, and so individual 
taste In the selection of a sleeve pat- 
, tern for a new waist may be exer- 
Gised so an old fashioned blouse will 
pass as one oic the latest models. 
. 
Take, the jpaisse full pufC elbow sleeve, 
iior Instanoe. ' . There are a dozen ways 
In which iWs\may be altered and at 
the s ^ e iime be up to date. 


•One 
suggestion 
is 
to 
slash 
thci 
sleeves their entire length down the 
upper part ®f the arms, taking out a 
strip. 
This ,m\ist be filled in with a 
strip of velyet, silk or any contrasting 
material cia* In one, with a shallow 
round yoke shaped to fit the shoulders. 
At the lower edges the sleeves should 
be finished with deep cuffs. 


The slashed edges of 
the 
sleeves 
should be shirred down to the material 
Instected.-^ter turning them.under to 
form .headings, and the top of the 
blouse must meet the shallow yoke in 
. . the same way. This model Is equally 
, .' attractive for a new or a renovated 


Another variation also working both 
ways Is to tuck the sleeves to fit the 
.arm and .then add the contrasting ma- 
terial as before suggested, 
holding 
down all edges with rows of tiny but- 
tons. 
.. 


A neat.taUor stichlng Is ths best 
finish, for the edges. 


Adding a tiny bolero Is another way 
of varying the plain waist. The body 
of the coat may be little more than 
a shallow yoke , just taking in the arm- 
holes and cut , in one with short clos'ely 
fitting sleeves, kihoma length. Hand- 
some effects should be used for this 
style, such. iis the fabric braided ^or 
•mbroid^red or a striking piece of con-; 
' trastiiig goods as Jeweled 
net, 
the 
, ^hoicQy of course, depending upon the 
kind of ..material -vvith whleh it is to be 
used in combination. 


Heavy black etamine gauze covered 
with the small milky white beads Is 
charming as a trimming to a velvet 
blouse. 


Another Idea ,us to cut away both 
waist and sleeves from the shoulders 
to lower edge of sleeves, leaving little 
• more than the under portion of sleeVes, 
. and then finish all edges with a strap- 
ping, connecting them also with strap- 
.ping or sho£t lengths of* some fancy 
, decoration.. The material showing «n-. 
der the straps may be of the 
saine 
gioods as the waist and tucked as re- 
lief, or "it could, of coui'se, be of some 
, contrasting fabric. 
' . One of; the simpler modifications of 
the; kimona slee\'es is to cut it long 
(or in the; case 
of 
remodeling 
the 
tuciced slee\'e to release the tucks), 
and then shirr the sleeves lengthwise 


and cover the thread with a piece of 
trimming. 
The shirring should con- 
tinue on the waist to the point where 
the yoke meets It. 
: When -desired -to make a long sleeve 
•in kimona effect, bring the tucking 
down the sleevie to cap depth and shirr 
to the elbow. 
Then add 
long 
deep 
cuffs;; cut in onei - with long, tab-like 
straps that run up over the shirring 
thread as far as the tucks. 
The tab 
should be finished In a round point and 
piped. When the waist is plain, a little 
coat effect w^ill be pretty. 


If chiffon is used for 
development, 
either blapk, a contrasting color or the 
shade of the goods should be chosen. 
This material is gathered around 
small yoke and again just below the 
bust and is drawn down tightly. 


A flat trimming should be the finish 
on the edges. 


A lingerie waist made with tucked 
kimona sleeves could be Improved by 
the addition of strips of Val. insertion 
run from the neckband or rather small 
yoke, down the entire length of the 
sleeves, the material cut away under 
neath and the edges of the lace finely 
feather-stitched. 


This bit of handiwork would Increase 
the beauty of the blouse.

WATERPROOF LEATHER. 


I am often aSked for a preparation 
that will make leather waterproof, and 
after consulting an authority I have 
gained the information that mutton 
fat- and beeswax melted together and 
applied to the^shoes will render them 
waterproof. 
The proportions are. one 
part of the fat to two pf the wax. The 
mixture is applied at night and the 
surplus rubbed off the following morn- 
ing. After this applicatino shoes will 
not be bright the first, time polished^ 
but after a few shines they will be as 
bright as before the 
waterproofing 
treatment. 


To soften shoes and preserve the life 
of the leather there is nothing better 
than castor oil.

IX instead of drinking a strong cup 
of tea or coffee when suffering with a 
bad headache a woman would drink a 
cup. of hpt .mllfe She would -be ngibre .apt 
to cure the pain.. Not.because hot milk 
has medicinal properties, .but because 
It is. more, easily digested than tea or 
cpffee, and soothes instead of stimu- 
lates the nerves. 


Overstimulation 'of the nerves is one 
of the common causes of headache, and 
so of course not until the tension has 
been relaxed can such pain be allayed.

We are living in an age of criticism; 
aç-age "of •dissection; and, 
in 
many 
ways, an age of complaint. 
There is 
only a thin edge between honest crlti- 
cijsm and bittei- faultfinding, and many 
inen,' newspapers 
and 
pulpits 
have 
slipped over the edge and are simply 
chronic wallers. I picked up six maga- 
zines the other day from the news 
BtÄhd and, found leading articles 
in 
«yèrx one of them finding fault with 
ti^e church, tlie Sunday school, and the 
Sndeavor society. 
There was a mini- 
mum of lionést criticism and a maxl- 
m ^ " ; Of . bitter faultfinding In all of the 
arÉiclks. 
^ ¡Nevertheless, it is a paradox that the 
world is getting better, and 
in 
the 
midst of all this flood of faultfinding 
and criticism we who are Christians 
people need to realize the 
fact 
Siat 
CJiriatianlty is doing things; that ft is 
leavening the lump; and w^e have a 
right to assert wh^-t is. a fact—that the 
church is not a failure; the Sunday 
sdhool is not obsolete; the 
Endeavor 
societies are not. dying out; the Bible 
is not discarded. 


We need to learn to sing 
new song 
to Jéhovah. We have twanged the old 
hirp of pessimism long enough. 
We 
have.criticised everything In the coun- 
try from the government up to 
the 
home and the church, and there is al- 
inosi; nothing left now to 
find 
fault 
with, except the sun, moon and stars, 
which many men seem to think they 
could Iniprove on with a few 
days' 
'practice. 
This is not to say that much 
of the probing and Ught-throwing has 
' not been of great value. 
It is simply 
saying that we can go on letting in thi 
light, investigating conditions, better- 
ing them, and at the same time keep 
optimistic. 


The new song which the world ought 
to" leàm to sing to the praise of Je- 
hovah at the Thanksgiving time Is the 
Bong.of praise for what God has done 
through the powerful infiiiienee of Jesur 
Christ. 
Consider what we have^ in the 
world today in the w ^ of trem'endous 
Torces for righteousness and goodness 
wiiich Paul never knew. 


Paul never saw an organized church 
euch 98 civilization sees today. It was 
absolutely unknown 
to 
him. 
Paul 
. never saw a Sunday school in action. 
We have in the world today nearly 


• 20Í000.000 peoi)le 
studying 
the 
Bible 
regularly in organized Bible 
classes. 
P?tul I never saw a genuine organized 
Christian home as we know it. There 
were 
beautiful 
homes, 
no 
doubt, 
ainongst the Jewish people and occa- 
sionally some ámpng the heathen na- 
tions, but such a home as any minis- 
ter, can call up at once among 
the 
people of his own parish was prac- 
tically unknown to Paul and the men 
of his time. 
Paul never saw a repub- 
lic. 
Our republic is bad enough in 
i ^ n y ways, but It is infinitely better 
ttian a • tyrannical monarchy such as 
Paúl was .born into. 
Paul never saw 
a public school. 
The public school is 
the-direct fruit of the teachings 
of 
Christ.. 
, ; Paul never saw the printing, press. 
There Is much that is bad about the 
newspaper life of the world, and evil 
'publications of all kinds, but on the 
whole the world is infinitely better off 
for the, printed page, the thfng that 
Paul never saw. 
Paul never knew of 


• the' young People's Endeavor society. 
Toung men and women were never or 
ganlzed , to work together' as they are 
today. Paul never heard of the Young 
Men's Christian association or Young 
Woman's Christian association. . There 
was not a. single temperance organi- 
zation In the world during Paul's life- 
tlmè. 
The Woman's Christian Tem- 
pérance unioij was unheard of. 
The 
Anti-Saloon league and the Woman's 
Temperance union .have been slniply 
the cliurch In action in America, shap- 
ing at the same time towards what 
will finally be 
national 
prohibition. 
Paul never knew anything about pub- 
lic Institutions for the relief of all 
kinds of trouble. 
Provident associa- 
tlôns In the great cities. 
Salvation 
arniles, juvenile courts, state Institu- 
tions for the Insane, the blind, the 
deaf, the dumb, paralytic. 
Incapable 
old men and women, friendless people 
—all these were absolutely unknown 
to the Roman empire. Paul never saw a 
hospital in action for the relief of all 
kinds' of physical diseases. 
• Paul never saw a labor .-organization 
There are many evil things about la- 
bor organizations, but on the whole 
labor has; been helped and 
will 
be' 
helped more and more by the union 
of labor for Its own good. There were 
no reform movements In the time of 
Paul that amounted to anything. 
The 
Christian management of prisons and 
jails was unHnown to Paul. 
In one of 
our great western states todày, the 
wárd^n of a great pènitentlary is a 
great,, big-hearted Christian man. 
He 
is not appointed as a reward for politi- 
cal services, but because he is a great 
lover of,men. That was absolutely un- 
known In the time of I^aul. 
Countless 
reform movements have sprung up all 
over the country for . better ntunicipal 
life, for the care of the city, and for 
tjhé. betterment of Its entire orgánlza- 
tipi). .This was totally unknown to thè 
rulers whom Paul knew, 
' . 


iPaul never heard of a co-operative 
business.; .We have many IhstAnces ôf 
such - business in this country and In 
thfe wôrld. Paul never' attencied a pea,ce 
conference. 
It. was Impossible to im- 
aj^ñé the èmperor of ÍRoitae sending 
out an invitation to the governors of 
his pròVlnces asking them to come to- 
gether and. discuss measures looking; 
toward« pecice. 
Imagine the emperor 
/ 'fiberiuf pr Nerot wrttfng letters to ali 
of |»r»vliicea to come 


péror calling a convention to discuss 
the matter of child labor! 
Paul never 
-saw a health department ^ work. Im- 
agine again the Roman eipperor calling 
a congress to discuss the question of 
tuberculosis, or imagine the governors 
of his provinces demanding legislation 
on the milk question, or passing a law 
to provide pure food for the people! 
Paúl never saw a social settlement like 
the one In Chicago over which Jane 
Addams presides. 
Paul never saw a 
missionary society like the American 
board or the British Missionary so- 
ciety. 


As a mattW of fact, there is not a 
single class of poor, dependent, dis- 
abled, needy humanity anywhere 
in 
our civilization today which does not 
have some church or philanthropic so- 
ciety looking after its interests. 
Even 
the daily press, which is for the most 
part owned a^d controlled by men who 
are not devoutly Christia nmen, and 
who are in the business avowedly for 
the making of money through their 
newspapers, are so surrousjded by the 
spirit of Christianity that tijey are be- 
ing used unconsciously to Vhemselves 
for furtherance of reform mWements. 


We need to sing a new sonç to Je- 
hovah when we count up whai Chris- 
tianity has added to the world In the 
following ideas and Ideals. These have 
been a matter of growth as the centur- 
ies have come on, and the wonder of 
it Is that these Ideas and ideals have 
come 
to stay 
and are 
distinctively 
Christian. 
They do not belong to any 
other religion in the same sense. 
Let 
any one try to put a new Idea into the 
world, one that is going to live, and 
see how difficult it Is. 


Christianity has brought 
Into 
the 
world this tremendous fact, which the 
world Is beginning to grasp—that God 
is love. 
This is not in the creed of 
Buddha and Mohammed. 
It is essen- 
tially Christian. 


Christianity has brought 
Into 
the 
world the tremendous value of life. 
Jesus came to give life abundantly and 
he is giving it.» Individuals, communi- 
ties, states, nations, are beginning to 
legislate and think and act for the 
life of the people. Life is more sacred 
each century than it was in the pre- 
ceding century. 


Christianity has not only added to 
the value of all kinds of life. 
The 
mother is worth more to the thought 
of 
the word 
than she 
used to 
be. 
The artist is beginning to realize that 
his work rightly done la divine. 
So 
is 'the singer. 
The man who works 
with tools is beginning to get the vis- 
ion of the great divinity of labor. The 
clerk working for a great railroad Is 
getting some glimpse of the tremen- 
dous value of his dally work. 
The 
fârmer is seeing that he is doing more 
than raising crops for so much a ton. 
He is not only a breadwinner, but a 
breadmaker, feeding the world so that 
it may do its work. 
The servant In 
the house in some cases- is getting a 
vision of his great value to the world. 
This is all due to Christ. 


(Jesus brought into the world 
not 
only the idea of the value of all kinds 
of life, but of all kinds of men. 
Jesus 
saw in the dying robber the resplend- 
ent opportunity of the redeemed Soul 
Christianity is beginning to see that 
all kinds of men are of infinite value— 
black, and white, brown and yellow- 
in other words, Christianity is break- 
ing down caste spirit. 
We 
need to 
learn the tremendous fact that if all 
who are engaged in dirty labor, taking 
away the garbage, cleaning the streetS: 
living in dangerous and filthy places, 
were suddenly to cease, and no one else 
could be found to take their places, 
our civilization would rush down in 
ruin. 
We are all dependen^t on the 
dirty, disagreeable work of the world 
to maintain literally anything like a 
decent civilization. 


Christianity has brought 
Into 
the 
world the love of children that did. not 
exist before. It ^Joes not exist now in 
un-Chrlstian lánds. 
Christianity 
has 
given the world the thought of the 
sacredness of woman. . In Indi^, the 
home of Buddhism, what has it done 
for woman? 
In Turkey, the home of 
Mohammedanism, what has It done for 
woman? 
One of the finest tests of a 
religion is Its answer to this qüestlon 
The dignity of womanhood, the sacred- 
ness of it, spring from Christian, not 
from pagan practices.. Chrlstlknity has 
brought into the world thç thought of 
the greatness of sin, which' did not 
once exist. 
It has also together with 
that brought in the thought of the 
greatness of forgiveness. 


Another 
Idea 
which 
Christianity 
alone has brought Into the world Is a 
sense of brotherhood. 
Some of the 


great sins of the world die slowly. Men 
in our churches who 
are 
otherwise 
good men do not learn until late in life 
the lesson of brotherhood. 
The spirit 
of revenge also, and all hatred of men 
dies out of the world slowly. 
Never- 
theless the sense of brotherhood has 
come into the world and can not go 
out again. Some one has said that one 
of the greatest definitions of a Chris- 
tian is this: 
"A Christian is a man 
who loves people he does not like. 


Christianity has given to the world 
a thought of personal indignation at 
wrong. Imagine the emperor at Rome 
getting personally indignant over the 
scourging and killing of a slave at 
Alexandria, or the rubbing out of a 
child's life in the rice fields near Cairo 
or the bitterness of some poor wretch 
in one of the dungeons in his own cap- 
,Ital! 
This feeling of personal indig- 
nation at wrong Is at the hearts ol 
Christian people today so that if there 
is suffering among the men who gather 
rubber for the rubber trust, over on 
the Kongo, men and women In Eng- 
land and America, who never saw the 
poor wretch who had his foot cut off 
because he could not gather his pro- 
portion of rubber, feel indignant at It 
and take steps to put an end to it 
This is Christian and does not belong 
to other religions. 


Christianity has brought 
Into 
the 
world a passion to Improve Its physi- 
cal life. Sanitation of the world, pure 
food laws, healthful surroundings in 
factories, decent and reasonable hours 
of labor, new and improved methods of 
surgery, legislation guarding the pur- 
chase of food, are 
all 
products 
of 
Christian thought. 
They do not be- 
long to pagan countries and never did 
Christianity has brought into the world 
a longing for righteousness. It is not 
enough to keep out of jail; one ought 
to be walking away from It as fast as 
he can. 
This hunger and thirst after 
righjteousness is a product of Christian 
teaching. 
Christianity 
has 
brought 
Into the world five great ideals: First: 
the Christian home; second, a Chris- 
tian church: third, a Christian school; 
fourth, the Christian state, and 
fifth, 
a Christian press. 
These are the five 
great factors of civilization. 


Christianity has brought 
into 
the 
world the ambition to save the whole 
world. 
Imagine the emperor of Rome 
wanting to save the world! 
Imagine 
any man anywhere in Paul's time with 
a passion to save the world! 
Imagine 
Sócrates wanting to save the world! 
This ambition to save the world is 
Christian. 


Christianity 
has 
brought into the 
world the emphasis on the spiritual as 
compared with the physical. 
It has 
brought Into the world eternal hope 
over 
against " despair, 
and 
it 
has 
brought Into the world a, knowledge of 
the future so that men can live and do 
their work knowing it is only the be- 
ginning of a tremendous life here- 
after. 


Let us sing a new song to Jehovah— 
the song of optimism, the 
song 
of 
praise for what has been done. 
Jesu# 
said: 
"If I be lifted up from the earth 
I will draw all men unto me." 
After 
2,000 years since he said it, he Is not 
being disappointed. 
The world Is be- 
ing drawn up to him. 
Men and worn - 
en who are Christians have apologized 
too much and too long within their 
own ^srganizations. 
Let us stop our 
fault-finding, our criticism of the most 
splendid things in the world, except as 
we criticise them to better them. 
Ko 
man has a right to knock off the head 
of an angel on a cathedral unless he 
can carve a better one to put In its 
place. 
The most splendid things 
have In civilization are not failures. 
America is full of Christian homes, of 
splendid churches, of 
great 
Sunday 
schools, of magnificent Young Men's 
Christian 
associations, 
splendidly 
equipped public school teachers and 
college teachers, great crowds of hon- 
est. true pure young men and women 
in the ^ndeavor and other societies. 


The newspapers publish the sin of 
the world. 
If all the papers of New

.One of the most troublesome prob- 
lems in Sunday school work today Is 
how to hold boys. 
For one boy she 
retains the Sunday school loses three. 
When he reaches twelve or thirteen his 
interest in the school begins to coot 
and then rapidly grows less and less 
until at fiftieen he has dlsapiieared. 
He had had Interest eftough to induce 
him to attend up to a certain age; If 
he were interested after that age he 
would still attend; If, therefore,: we 
can detetrtine what ,.ha isdeStro^ed. his 
Interest, we are In a fair way to answer 
the qu^stlbn, "Why doesn't the. adoles» 
cent boy llkiB to go to Sunday school?' 


I fear that we have made the mistake 
of aupposinff' the ailBwer to.,this quesr 
Uon Is found , entirely; in-^he IBiinday 
school' Itself, f^iib • doubt it-,»¿to 


looked upon the program as arranged 
for little children, not for them; the 
methods 'of teaching have not appealed 
to them; in short, the old-fashioned 
Sunday school had In it many things 
which were not congenial to growing 
boys.- But these things are changing 
rapidly. 
The . graded,:lessons; are far 
more attractive than (the old, uniform 
series ever w^^s; methods of teaching 
have greatly improved; the program of 
very many sclftol. is strong and virile. 
But the boys still get away. Why"? 


I believe the answer is In the boy 
himself; we have forgotten him while' 
i»e have been improving Sunday school 
methods. The boy of fifteen or sixteen 
Is not the same boy who sAt quietly In 
our olts« at tWalv«, though lie attswen 
to the sank« afiné and eàQiéé from tlM 


then it v.-as enough if you said It was 
so. 
Now the gang instinct is awak- 
ened; then he was content to be by 
himself. 
It never occurred to the boy 
of twelve to ask what good Sunday 
school was to him: now thQ; question 
continually arises. 
Parts of the pro- 
gram 
which 
pleased him át twelve 
seem like baby play at 
fifteen. 
"He 
liked to hear you talk when he was 
twelve; now he wants a hero to wor- 
ship. 
Up" to this time he has had a 
woman teacher; he will not put up 
with her longer. 


The Sunday school has not suiBcIent- 
ly recognized these truths about the 
boy, and has been slow in Its efforts to 
meet the needs of his changing na- 
ture. 
At bottom this Is why,the boy 
is leaving the Sunday school. 


And here Is where the Sunday school 
makes Its appeal to the college man. 
In a sense, he is the key to the situa- 
tion, 
provided, 
of course, he is the 
right kind of a college man. 


In the first place, this boy needs a 
man teacher. 
Foster says, "The right 
kind of men teachers can hold the boys 
in the adolescent period, and they can 
enter the boys' lives In a manner Im- 
possible to the wobien teachers." 
And 
the state«3ent has been made by one 
who has "thoroughly studied the sub- 
ject that the lapsed boy ife traceable 
In 80 per cent, of the cases to the ab- 
sence of trained male leaders. 
Is this 
not an opportunity any man 
might 
covet—to 
make 
it possible for' this 
great crowd of boys to come In contact 
with the Bible? 


Someone must come In with a boy's 
nature and competent to study the na- 
ture of boys; the average college man, 
after four years of mental discipline, 
ought to be able to do this. He ought 
to be able to point out the features In 
the school progran> which Instead of 
attracting the adolescent boy alienate 
him. 
He ought to be able to show 
those In power how to gear the Sun- 
day school on the life of the growing 
boy. 


A college man himself Is attractive 
to boys. 
He has had an experience 
many of them are looking forward tó; 
if he has been an athlete, he can count 
pn being admired as a hero; and the 
adolescent boy alw^ays has his hero. 


The Sunday school needs the college 
man to study it and prescribe for It, 
and to hold the boys by his personal- 
ity; but It needs him most of all to 
teach. The crying need of the Sunday 
school Is tralne'd teachers. 
Surely with 
all the opportunity the Christian, un- 
dergraduate has today for training In 
Christian work he ought to come home 
after his college career trained to do 
this work. 
His trainmg has niade him 
a 
debtor. 
• And 
the Sunday school 
needs men w^h convictions and cour- 
age In Bible, teaching. This the men In 
our student Bible classes ought to be. 
Many a growing boy Is alienated from 
the Sunday school of his youth be- 
cause to can no longer 
endure 
the 
teaching which then It never occurred 
to him to question. A college man can 
bring to needy boys, in some measure 
at least, some of the rhore 
modern 
Biblical learning, and help them 
to 
keep their mental balance. In thlis age 
of unrest he can be like a haven of 
refuge to the storm-tossed boy. 


But I believe the college man needs 
the Sunday school as much as the Sun- 
day school needs him.. The saying Is 
almost trite now, "That which ^s not 
expressed dies." For several years the 
college man has been serving in the 
college association, he has been at- 
tending summer conferences, and it Is 
a dangerous thing for him to come 
back home and drop all that sort of 
thing, as so many do. 
Too often we 
find the college ma», as he becomes' 
absorbed In his professional studiés, or 
his new business career, or his social 
duties, Abandoning all Christian serv- 
ice. There Is danger of atrophy. 
But 
contact tvlth a group of bright boys, 
with keen minds and growlnjgr mental 
restlessness, with awakening physical 
powers; with boys for whom 
there 
grows up In his heart:a real loye-^thls 
will help "the college man to maintain 
his own moral balance and to keep his 
own spirituality healthy and; strong.». 


. For hé soon learns that It Is what be 
Is more than what he teaches -th«t 
moves his boys, and he finds It necesr 
•ary to live clean and straight, as he 
thiñka óf thosé who are lookihg to him

This lesson is timely at ,the pdrtals 
of December, for the sin 
of 
leading 
ourselves into temptation, as Peter did, 
is . never more common than when the 
annual celebration of 
the 
birth 
of 
Christ Introduces a period of holidays 
that to many people are by ,no means 
holy days. 
Much of the dissipation of 
the holiday season is bad manners as 
well as bad morals. 


And the Approach of winter 
gives 
timeliness to the story of Peter's sensi- 
tiveness to the cold when the trial of 
his innocent 
Master 
bj- a perjured 
judge should have made him oblivious 
of the,weather. 
He is not the only 
one more concerned about 
the 
cold 
than about Christ. 
This historj- re- 
peats Itself as whole Sunday 
schools 
"crucify the ,Lord afresh and put him 
to 
an 
open 
shame" 
by closing for 
months in winter because of the cold, 
or-for months in summer .because of 
the heat. In Baedeker's guide book to 
Italyi .the streams that flow all 
the 
year are printed In blue; those that 
dry up In summer In brown. 
That 
hue of rust Is fitting for the religion 
that dries up in summer or freeees up 
in winter. 
May all who are In such 
state achieve at last, as Peter did, the 
strong, steady flow of 
an 
abundant 
river that defies both heat and frost. 


The Sin of 8eif-Confidence. 


The story of Peter's graceless denial 
really begins in his brags at the Lord's 
Supper. 
There are some who at the 
Lord's Supper 
today fix their 
eyes 
unduly on thir own weakness and "un- 
worthlness." 
They should rather 
fix 
their eyes on the worth and power of 
Christ our Advocate. Peter, too, should 
have had confidence In Christ, instead 
of looking at himself in such self-con- 
fidence as was both sin and folly. 
Far 
better If he had been In the mood of 
the lowly saint who, being asked for 
his experience when he applied 
for 
church membership, replied to ques- 
tion after question as to himself and 
to Christ: 


"I'm a poor sinner and nothing at all 
But Jesus Christ Is my all and in all.' 


I 


Avoid self-confidence, but 
cultivate 
self-reliance—onglet that self-reliance 
include the indwelling Christ of a new 
self. Peter thought himself already an 
immovable rock, but Jesus 
saw 
he 
hadn't even "sand," and warned him 
that satah was about to put him in his 
sieve to sift out whatever was good in 
him, and that before the cock-crow of 
the next morning he wotild have thrice 
denied his Lord. 


"Lead Us Not Into Temptation." 
"He denied, saying, I am not." 
(The 
teacher should have a consolidated or 
ll^terwoven Gospel In which all of this 
sj;ory that is given In other Gospels is 
added to Matthew's story. 
The story 
of Mark is especially important 
as 
that Is really Peter's own 
account— 
Mark 
having 
been 
his 
secretarj'.) 
Peter, In' spite of Christ's 
warnings 
walked straight Into temptation, which 
we should alwaj's avoid as much as 
possible, even when strong In Christ. 
His self-confidencé proved to be but a 
paper shield that broke at the 
first 
touch of g, servant's finger at the very 
door of 
the 
Sanhédrin 
court. 
His 
thought that he could bear prison ant 
death surrendered to the toy pistol of 
a maid's sneering 
finger. 
"Art thou 
also one of this man's disciples?" asked 
the maid who kept the door. 
Fear 
and 
shame and cowardice 
instantly 
put his self-confidence to flight, and in 
a few moments he had not only lied, 
but'added his old 
fisherman's 
sin of 
profanitj'. 
How. swiftly In his case 
"evil associations had. corrupted good 
manners!" . 
^ 


Peter's story" puts 4trong emphasis 
on that first Psalm, which every boy 
and girl should put in their memories 
as a shield: 
"Blessed Is the man that 
walketh not In the counsel 
of 
the 
wicked, nor standeth In the way of 
sinners, nor sitteth In the seat of scof- 
fers." 
It is bad enough that many 
must in hours of business sit beside 
the scoffers, whose mouths are open 
sepulchres of lust and sacrilege, which 
even the courteous protest that it Is 
our duty, to make may not still. 
But 
in hours of leisure, one should shun the 
society of even the respectable sinner, 
save as duty calls one strong enough 
for the service to missionary work In 
his behalf. 
Many a young man, many 
a young woman, deliberately goes Into 
moral peril, saying, "I'll take the risk," 


and they take ruin in many cases. 
In 
choosing a business and In choosing 
how to use leisure we should take no 
needless risks. 


' 
"Confess Me Before Men." 


Peter's denial in words was scarcely 
worse than 
his denial by 
silence- 
standing by without a protest while 
Christ 
was 
falsely accused and un- 
justly 
condemned. 
In such a case 
speech is golden and silence Is sin. 
It 
is so impossible for one to be a coward 
and a Christian at the same time that 
Christ has ever required open confes- 
sion even when it involved danger and 
death. 
The verj' word martyr means 
confessor. ¡How mean to hide our faith 
when the only thing we fear- is 
a 
sneer: 
The writer, as a boy of nine, 
made 
his 
first 
open confession 
of 
Christ In response to his father's ser- 
mon on the text, "He that is ashamed 
of me before men, of 
him will I be 
ashamed before my Father and the 
holy angels." 
I became ashamed of 
my shame. 


The writer well remembers a high 
school boy In Dover, X. H., who made 
open confession of faith one evening 
at church. 
A lot of his schoolmates 
who had heard of It gathered at the 
playground the next morning to "chaff 
him" when he should arrive, but never 
a sneer got to their Hps, for he walked 
boldly to them and said, "Boys, I have 
become a Christian and 
I 
am 
not 
ashamed of it." 
He afterwards be- 
came a brave preacher. 


"Ashamed of Jesus? 
Sooner far 


Might evening blush to own a star. 
Ashamed of Jesus? Just as soon 
Might midnight be ashamed of noon.^'

The Sin of Cowardice. 


It Is not alone In neglecting to make 
open confession of Christ that we fol- 
low Peter In cowardice. Almost e\'ery 
day we must conquer or be conquered 
by the sin of fear. The Christian busi- 
ness man often lives the life of a cow- 
ard rather than do his civic duty in 
opposing what he knows to be the arch 
enemy of all honest trade as well as of 
the 
church 
and 
home. 
Even 
the 
preacher sometimes yields to the sin 
of fear when called to rebuke sin In 
his main aisle. Let him preach to him- 
self and all others that moral coward- 
Ice Is not a mere fault, but a "deadly 
sin. It Is really Infidelity. No one can 
really fear to do right who believes In 
God. 
"Why should we fear anything 
with him looking at 
us?" 
exclaims 
George Macclonald. 
Let teachers In 
the Sui^ay school bring to the chil- 
dren such a vision of the ever-present 
God that faith shall 
cast 
out 
fear 
through all th^ir lives. 
Peter became 
fearless when the Holy Spirit at Pente- 
cost put God In his soul. To the same 
Sanhédrin 
he then 
exclaimed, when 
told to stop preaching: 
"We can not 
but speak." Then he proved able to go 
for Christ to prison, and later to death. 


The chief priests and elders and all 
the council sought false witnesses. J h e 
Sanhédrin, the supreme court of 
the 
Jews, had gathered at night for Judi- 
cial murder, 
which they* sought 
to 
justify by fjJse witnesses. 
Think of 
it; a false high priest trying the great 
High Priest of whom he was but a 
type! On the white cap of Annas were 
the golden letters: 
"Holiness to the 
Lord;" but under it Christ could sec 
"Murderer" as his true label. 


A college student visited a Philadel- 
phia photographer the other day, and 
sat for his picture. 
When the plate 
was developed, the astonished 
pho- 
tographer saw plainly on the young 
man's 
forehead 
a 
clearly 
defined 
death's head with crossbones beneath 
it. Thinking it was some imperfection 
In the plate, the photographer arranged 
another sitting. 
Again the skull and 
crossbones appearecjl'm the picture, and 
the mystlfié?d photographer was fairly 
struck dumb with amazement. 
Then 
he noticed the. smiling sitter, and fin- 
ally Induced him to tell the joke. 
The 
trick simply consisted of painting on 
the forehoad the grim design with a 
solution of bisulphato of quinine. 
This 
Is invisible to the ej'e, but shows pure 
-rohlte to the camera. 


History clothes Annas not in white 
but In black, with the skull and cross- 
bones of » midnight assassin upon his 
forehead. Not rank,.but character de- 
termines the judgment of history, the 
supreme, court of this world. 


We need not linger upon the trial of 
Christ with.

And how many of the guilty 
have escaped through equal Injustice 
and 
non-enforcement of law! ' The 
courts of the United States are the 
cleanest part of its politics, but how 
much the poor and weak suffer even In 
them from the tricks of lawyers and 
the delays of Judges! 
But the courts 
of private judgment are yet more fre- 
quently unjust, and Inflict no less suf- 
fering. 
Therefore, Jesus said, not to 
magistrates 
but 
to private citizens. 
"Judge not," a command that few of 
his disciples did n6t disobey. 
It doea 
not mean that we are not to condemn 
unrighteousness, for m other passages 
we are 
called 
to "Judge 
righteous, 
Judgment;" but it certainly does for- 
bid much of the hasty Jiidgment of our 
fellows that is so common. 
We need, 
to Judge ourselves mora sharply, aad 
others more charitably, reversing our; 
usual opposite course. 
Many a manj 
who could run a carpenter shop with' 
the beams In his own eyes, choose* 
rather to be an eye-doctor for the 
motes in the eyes of others. We need: 
to Judge,- others with charity, even to' 
judge them with justice, for the^ten-1 
dency of almost every one, becauso of 
his own sinfulness. Is to believe every 
charge of sin against otherii, and eq>e-' 
daily when it seems to make some pno 
an equal or greater sinner than h}m-. 
self.

Lord: thou knowest that I love thee." 
In this world and the next he is our 
Just and merciful Judge.

Christ heard the false and 
frivolous accusations 
against himself 
for a while In silence, usually the best 
answer of the Innocent to envious and 
malicious attacks. But át last the pris- 
oner spoke, not with his head bowed 
in the shame of guilt but with the 
meln of a judge, though bound 
and 
bruised and spit upon. 
He declared 
that he would sit on the bench of the 
Supreme Court of the Universe to re- 
verse such unjust judgments as Cala- 
phas was then contemplating.

Reference was made to the fact 
hat out Thanksgiving comes this 
'ear in prosperous times, sq far as 
he gifts of God are concerned. Our 
ulesBings are as manifest as they are 
numerous and precious. Health is in 
all our boarders. 
Our 
granaries 
overflow with food for 
man 
and 
beast. 
Let us not forget that— 


"Back of the loaf is the snowy flour, 
, And back of the flour—the mill, 
JiiJd teck of the mill are the wheat and 
the shower 
And the'"sun and the Father'« will." 


Our Industrial and commercial en- 
terprises. flourish as 
never 
before. 
The political campaign just closed 
was sin^larly free from bitterness 
and the elections never so free from 
fraud or suspicion; 
Whatever oiir 
troubles, they are "of mah's making, 
not of God's sending. 


But our flioughts should take a 
wider scope than a mere review of a 
year's prosperity and doings. 
There 
are principles of God's eternal gov- 
ernment^; which - stand as tests by 
which 
judges nations. 
Because 
Israel was realizing those principles 
when Moses wrote, he could address 
the 
people 
with 
congratulations: 
"What ration is there so great, that 
hath 
statutes 
and 
Judgments 
so 
righteous as all this law which I set 
before you this day." But the warn- 
ing also was needed: 
"Only take 
heed to thyself a^d keep thy soul 
diligently, lest thou forget the things 
which thine eyes have seen, and lest 
,they depart from thy heart all the 
J^ays of thy life." 
^ 
Some space was devoted to show- 
p i n g that,Israelis exalted position was 
not due to divine partiality. The na- 
, tion flourished or declined, advanced 
' or went backward, in proportion as 
she was true to her mission for the 
developm.ent of the Iflngdom of God 
among niçn. Her fall and scattering 
came when she refused to go forward 
in the development 
of a 
spiritual 
kingdom in which there should be no 
distinction—"nether Jew nor Greek, 
male nor female, bond nor free." In 
her records we may trace the cause 
of our own rise and progress; also 
a propheçy of our continuance 
or 
decline. 


Lest we forget, let us see what 
principles 
of 
the 
kingdom 
of 
God we stand for. We reitognize in 
our institutions the worth of the in- 
dividual. 
The state exists for the 
man and not the man for the state 
The community is also an organism 
of individual members. 
The well- 
being of the individual Is the best 
guarantee of the general welfare of 
the community. 


We stand for the greatest freedom 
in the developnxent of individuality 
- We want personal units, not a mere 
"herd of human beings. Hence our 
provision for universal and free edu- 
iition. 


/e stand for religious liberty. The 
zen of a kingdom of God must be 
^^h from choice. 
The state is not 


authorized to make men noniinally 
religious. 
Nowhere 
on 
earth 
are 
churches so clean and active in all 
good works as In this land, where 
rhurch and state stand Independent 
of each other, .t;-State religion Is as 
great an absurdity as state love. We 
glory in the Recognition of personal 
freedom in things that pertain to re- 
ligious 
conviction^ 
and 
worship. 
The state may not teach religion, but 
neither may she teach irréligion 


Let us not forget that. 
There Is 
cause for taking heed. 
Not a few 
teachers in the state universities of 
our land seem to think that they are 
free to disparage the Christian faith 
»before their pupils. Prof. Theophras- 
tus'Borobastlcus. 
whom 
the state 
employs to teach some branch of 
. science, takes every opportunity to 
/"«jlhibit his tittle stock of opinions 
about thé: Christian religion. 
His 
pupils have , come from the atmbs- 
\ p h 6 r c of Christian 
homes. 
Their 
parents have, in good faith, entrusted 
them to a state university that they 
may secure the best education for 
some secular , calling. 
The law pro- 
habits religious or anti-religious In- 
struction in scheols 
supported 
by 
taxation. 
The expectation is that 
the law will bj respected, and it Is 
respected " by 
the 
honest teacher, 
whether liçliever or unbeliever. 
But 
Professor • vBombasticus 
deliberately 
se^B himself to discredit the faith of 
•im pupils and win them to his own 
nothingarian 
opinions, 
in 
elass 
• and out oMt. 
His pupils think him 
/ wise; prbjiably they like him per- 
sonally; 
he 
is 
their 
authorlze.d 
teacber. 
He therefore hM an open 
door- to 
their 
minds and hearts. 
What lie says about religion may be 
cheat» enoitgh, and his pupils would 
probably so regard it if their ihinds 
were ioore mature an^. their experi- 
ence larger, 
fhey are away from 
home influences and the counsel or 
judicious friends. They^ are defeiise- 
le«« acrainat the aseault« of iProfessot 
Bombástl6U8.

homes at Intervals, their parents, are 
saddened to see the change in their 
attitude toward

ticus knows." 
They rather exult" in 
their supposed liberality of thought 
and freedom of conduct, not know 
ing that they have exchanged bread 
for s^tones and fish for scorpions.' 


I ám not talking about a 
fiction 
Parents have spoken to me and ex 
presse.d regret that they had sent 
their sons or daughters to a state 
university, which excludes religious 
instruction, as it must, and yet com 
pels its pupils to listen to gross mis 
repre^ritatioris of Christianity and 
conte^iptuous- flings at its teachings 
The evil is subtlé, but .it is positive 
It would be hard to make out a case 
against it Ih the courts, but it might 
be remedied easily by the regents of 
state universities 
insisting 
on 
an 
honest regard for the spirit of our 
school laws. 


Fortunately the 
evil has not yet 
corrupted our common schools. The; 
teachers are near the people, and 
with few exceptions are 
religious 
They are also honest enough to re 
spect their obligation to teach-what 
they are employed to. teach. 
Before 
long, however, the poison will begin 
to filter down from the universities 
through • teachers-. Who have 
taken 
their ideals from Professor 
Bom 
basticus. 


Let UÍ have fair play. 
Let the 
school 
laws 
be 
respected. 
Let 
honest people rise and demand thai 
the state confine its instruction to 
things secular. Let us dispense with 
teachers who are notorious for thei 
endeavors to 
wreck 
the 
religious 
convictions of 'defenseless pupils. 


Apart from other 
considerations 
this abuse is the more to be de 
plored, because it fosters enmity to 
ward our entire public school system 
which, next to religious freedom, is-" 
our greatest civic blessing. 
We are 
an aggregate of races, nations, lan- 
guages, sorts and conditions of men 
each with its angularities that must 
be rubbed off before it can be fitted 
Into the growing temple of the re- 
public. 
Our capacity for assimilat 
ing heterogeneous 
peoples 
is 
the 
marvel of foreign statesmen. 
But 
we could not do it any more than 
they if it were not for our common 
schools. If it were not for this force- 
ful factor making and keeping us 
one, we would begin to fall to pieces 
in the course of a generation. 
In 
our schools the children of all the 
people meet, learn to respect each 
other and acquire a sense of that 
democratic standard which measures 
men by character and not by condi- 
tions, belongings or social 
grades 
In a word, our schools are a guar- 
antee of our national-unity. 
- 


It is therefore an outrage and a 
treasonable thing when state 
uni- 
versities 
foster 
an 
abuse 
that 
tends to alienate their friends and 
encourage their enemies. 
We have 
objection to the Infidel or atheist 
háÁñng his say in public if he pleases 
But we want fair play. 
We don't 
want to pay him for stealing the 
hearts of our children and robbing 
them of the great compelling 
but 
ennobling ideas of duty, 
responsi^ 
bility and accountability to God. 


As reasons for thanksgiving, men- 
tion was made of the crusade against 
poisoned goods; 
the 
overwhelming 
public sentiment against child labor; 
the betterment of conditions for men 
and women in factories and indus- 
trial plants of all kinds; the shifting 
of our ideals of¿ national greatness 
from the horrorá of war to the en- 
terprises of peace and helpfulness. 


We give thanks, too, that a new 
.generation is coming on the stage of 
public life that revolts from the de- 
grading Ideals of the boss and grafter 
—a generation that has set its face 
toward a reign of civic righteous- 
ness and public service instead 
of 
public robbery. 


W ^ thank God that He is raising 
up for this nation leaders of in- 
tegrity, ability, public spirit and pa- 
triotism—men who look, to the wel- 
fare of the whole people instead of 
party or self. 
They are men who 
know that the American people, once 
aroused, will face á dozen man-made 
ljusiness panics rather than surren- 
der themselves to the. rule of rich 
criminals, 
with their political and 
legal 
hirelings. 
We 
are not yet 
ready to bow the knee to Mammon 
and enthrone him as our national 
god. 
We prefer suffering, if need 
be a great deal of it, 
to 
national^ 
degradation. 
We have turned from 
the methods In poltics and business 
, that were making our laws and in- 
stitutions void. We begin to seé the 
goodly land that lies beyond the wil- 
derness through which we are how 
passing. 
A people that can truly 
say," "W^at nation is there so great, 
that hath Institutions so righteous 
and free," will surely not forget the 
principles that exalted them to the 
foreinost place among those who are 
advancing the kingdom oiE God among 
men,. 


Therefore, let us thank God and 
take courage.

TIME REVIVALS 


Religious revivals in. Fort Wayne are 
as old as the city itself, In fact, they 
are much" older, for long before there 
was a city, town or even a white set- 
tlement here they were carried on by 
zealous men 5 of God, who braved the 
perils and hardships 
of 
those-early 
times to carry the gospel to the natives 
of this, then; forest-covered territory; 
the Indians, • who, in the march of 
civilizi^tion and Christianity, were aft- 
erwards driven f)E;om. ov.r mWst, forced 
to give up. their .lands that Fort Wayne 
might be made the; city-_pjf churblies 
and 
commercial , enierprise 
it ..has 
grown to-be. 
•. • v. 


As far back as 1670, two hundred 
and forty years ago, the banner of the 
cross was raised here and a religious 
revival was In progress. 
It. was in- 
stituted and carried on by a Catholic 
priest, Father Allouez, a devout Jesuit 
missionary, who labored among 
the 
Miami Indians. 
Other French priests 
followed hi'm. They came to teach the 
Christian faith in broken Indian tongue 
and were instruments in the-hands of 
God for accomplishment of sreat good. 
.jrirst Revival Keid. 


These early, missionaries were al- 
ways cordially received - by -the Miami 
tribes here. 
Their garb was a pass- 
port to welcome aijd- their cross an 
emblem of safety. 
The Indian would 
listen patiently 
to th^ir 
words and 
finally through their efforts missionary 
stations were early established in all 
of the principal Indian villages. 
The 
attempt to convert the Indians was 
carried on in earnest. 


The periodical visits of those mis- 
sionaries were events of prominence 
and interest and one of the first at 
which religious 
services 
were held 
.within what are now the confines of 
Fort Wayne was at a spot somewhere 
near to the present site of the St. Jo- 
seph hospital. - It may be- said that it 
was Fort Wayne's, first religious re- 
vival. 
At these meetings held by the 
missionary priests, and it was prob- 
ably so' a;t this 'first service held here 
by Father Allouez, the Indians feath- 
ered and, after prayers, were taught in 
their native, tongue concerning the re- 
ligion of Jesus Christ. 
Then followed 
singing, after which all were dismiss- 
ed except those who desired to take a 
part In the mass, which was celebrated 
by the missionary. 
After the close of 
the service the missionary would go 
about among the tribe visiting the siok 
and giving help and religious instruc- 
tion. 


Thus for many years, before and 
after the white trader came with his 
fire water and his heart filled with 
greed, "the 
Miami 
Indians .dwelling 
abound Fort Wayne were given their 
introduction to Christianity. 


Church History Began. 
After the white séttlers\çame to this 
locality it was a long time befoi-e there 
was an established church of any de- 
nomination, 
Catholic . or 
Protestant, 
here. 
Missionaries and ministers oc- 
casionally visited the settlement, but 
it was not until the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, and it had been 
well advanced, that the record of the 
churches in the history of Fort Way.ae 
began to be written. 


But, it must be remembered, that 
through 
thè 
eighteenth 
century this 
was but a trading post and military 
garrison. 
The yèar 1800 dawned be- 
fore pioneer 
settlers. began, making 
this their home. 
Their coming was 
slow. 
It was not until a f t ^ t h e saie 
of lands Jiere by act of ccrtigress ap- 
proved May, 8, 1822, that the village 
began to grow. 
In 1828 Fort Wayne 
only had a population of 500. 


Presbyterianism has the 
honor 
of 
having the first resident minister here 
in the person of 
Rev. 
Matthew G. 
Wallace, who in 1812 was the chaplain 
at the. military 
garrisoji. 
The 
first 
preacher, to preach here by ecclesiasti- 
cal appointment was also a Presbyte- 
rian, Rev. John Ross, who as a mis- 
sionary visited this settlement from 
1822 to 1828 periodically and 
largely 
through whose effòrts a congregatidh 
was organized, in 1831. with Rev. James 
Chute as pastor. 


Were, Zealous .Revivalists. 
Other early day" churches were the 
Methodists, the Baptists, the Luther- 
ans and the Catholics. / Rev. Isaac Mc- 
Coy organized a Baptist congregation 
in 1822, but it died out and did not 
become a permanent local church un- 
til 1837 with Rev.. . Tinsdale as ; pastor. 
Lutheranism began here the same year 
with an organized 
congregation . of 
which Rev. Jesse Hoover was pastor. 
The first Catholic priest serving a .reg- 
ular charge, here was Rev. S. P. Lalu- 
mi^re in 1835.

-As a congregation Methodism-began 
its history here In 1.830>, a còhgrégaU 
being organized tliat yeafb "by- "Rev. 
James Hargraves w^ith Rev..J>iehemiah 
Grifllth as pastor.

Fort 
Wayne to six years before this time, 
to« 1824, when Rev. James Hplman, a 
local preacher, came here as a settler

on-Sundays held religious-services in 
his log cabin home.

Judge Mungovan 
Agrees 
With State and Grants 
the Request. 


At the close of a preliminai-y hear- 
ing In city court Wednesday Prosecutor 
Albert E. Thomas asked that Joseph 
A. 
Kiser, 
charged 
with 
voluntary 
manslaughter for striking H. E. Sleg- 
mond with a- switch hook and causing 
his death, be acquitted and after re- 
viewing the evidence Judge J. Frank 
Mungovan. granted the request. 


"The taking of human life Is at all 
times 
a 
serious 
matter," 
said 
the 
prosecutor at the conclusion of the 
evidence, "but from the statement of 
the witnesses on the stand, the stories 
told by the men involved when they 
surrendered themselves after the hap- 
pening and from what we, as represen- 
tatives of the state have been able to 
learn and the facts that the coroner 
and the police have gathered I think 
this is as clear a case of justifiable 
homicide as I have ever heard of. 


"The state has been diligent, the po- 
lice have been diligent and the cWon- 
er has made a thorough Investigation 
and the facts that have developed have 
in no wise induced me to change mv 
first 
conclusion, which was that tha 
act was done In self defense. 


No Brutality Used. 
"We have endeavored to ascertain 
whether or not the street railway em- 
ploye used any brutality in ejecting 
from the car the man who was after- 
ward killed and there Is nothing 
to 
show that the conductor was rude or 
insulting in his language or that he o? 
his motorman used more force than 
was absolutely necessary under 
the 
circumstances. 


"I can not see that the street railway 
men have, as often happens, taken ad- 
vantage of the privilege of their em- 
ployment which gives them the right 
to put passengers off cars for refusal 
to pay their fare. 
This man did not 
seek to renew or continue the quarrel 
that started on his car and the fast 
that the passenger who met his death 
was under the Influence of liquor, that 
he threatened to shoot the conductor 
and that these threats were communi- 
cated to the man on trial all convince 
me that when he struck the fata! blow 
he did so under the fear and belief 
that his own life and safety depended 
upon s'topping the man who made the 
assault. 


"I do not conceive it to be the duty 
of the state to insist upon prosecution 
where the developments indicate that 
a conviction cannot be had and in this 
particular case I am inclined to the 
belief that the state is justified in ask- 
ing the court to discharge the prison- 
er." 
• 


Court Agrees With State. 
Judge Mungovan reviewed the testi- 
mony and said that it Indicated that 
the trouble was of Siegmond's own 
making; that he remained on the car 
and that he rode to the end of the 
line and told the car crew that ho 
would "clean" both of them was taken 
as an indication that he contemplated 
an attack upon Kiser. 


He said that the law gives every 
man a right to defend himself agaln.st 
bodily harm or death an:l that whUe 
the taking of human life must not be 
passed upon lightly he felt that under 
the circumstances the prisoner was en- 
titled to an acquittal and he entered it 
upon his docket. 
This was followed 
by a handclapping that snowed the 
finding had met wit?i the approval ot 
those who were present at the hear- 
ing. 


Story About the Same. 


With the exception that Rev. Theo- 
dore F. Hahn was on the car and of« 
fered to return to Siegmond the money 
paid for his fare and counseled him 
against any violence, the evidence at 
the hearing did not vary from the 
facts already published. 


Siegmond fell as he was pushed oft 
the car and got up immediately and 
offered to pay. 
The conductor did not 
speak to him again until hé had reach- 
ed the end of the line, where the blotv 
was struck/ 


Kiser told the story himself and as 
an excuse for leaving the man lying at 
the side of the street he said he did 
not believe at the time that he was 
seriously hurt. 
He said also that he 
expected to meet a policeman a few 
squares away and to tell him to care 
for the injured passenger. 
All of the 
witnesses agreed that Kiser did not 
speak to Siegmond during the trip 
from Murray street to where they left 
the car.

The medium of his supposed spiritual manifestation 
is a young wom^ of Washington, who believes she 
Is t» be inspired to w^te a liook descriptive of his ex- 
ptflences in the vale beyond mortal ken. With her 
there la no doubt that the often repeated inquiry,, 
' ^ a s ProfesMr Janaes been heard ftvm?" has been 
answered in the aíBímative. 


As.yet her assertion may not convince the sceptic, 
tut so insistent is she in her theory that she is in touch 
with the mind of the noted psychologist that she is 
maktog preparation^ for the receipt of more messages 
from him which she believes are sent in waves through 
the interstellar spaces. \ 


It would seem, however, from the communication 
given by the feminine medium that the soul qf the 
savant is undergoing inconvenience ánd is being de- 
prived of special privileges in the spirit world by rea- 
son of the importunities of those whom he loved on 
earth''whp seek to know from Mm of his iife^^yond. 
He Is not yet prepared to give múcí concetiilng the 
present state, because of his difficulties in becoming 
attuned with the isphere of mortals from which he has 
so recently gone. 


William James, professor of mental science at 
Harvard University and for many years the close 
friend of the late Dr. Richard Hodgson, secreta^ of 
the American branch of the Society for Psychical 
Research, departed this life on August 26 last. He 
was ic corresjwndence with numerous del vers in 
psychic lore, iui^uding Dr. James H. Hyslop, secretary 
of the Sociét:^ Ar Psychical Research, of New York, 
who has been afc investigator of spiritism for years. 
After the death, of Dr. Hodgson and also of Profes- 
sor Myers, of England, many efiForts were made to 
communicate with them, and in these Dr. Hyslop and 
Professor James took au active interest. 


The mediumship of Mrs. Leonora E. Piper was en^ 
ployed by Dr. Hyslop ai^ others to obtain repútela 
communications from Dr. Hodgson, in which it was 
believed he had at least established his identity.' 


The Myers tests in England were not especially suc- 
cessful, and the medium was unable to give the cotf-

She had had 
some experience in so-called automatic or spirit writ- 
ing. The practitioners of this art believe that the souls 
of the departed control the arm an^ fingers of the 
writers and cause them to transcribe thoughts of 
splritjs. The Society for Psychical Research has some 
of these supposed messagès from the Harvard psy- 
chologist which have been sent by the young woman. 
She is in^o sense a professional medium and merely 
submits uie communications in the hope that they may 
throw light on the mysteries of the future state. The 
first leaf of so-called James manuscript, marked as re- 
vealed oh August 30, near Boston^ is as follows:— 


"I'm William James. Tell Hyslop to be patient and 
I will know more siSon. I can't send him much as yet» 
but will when I can. For tjlie present I can only help 
you. I want you to write a work on the mysteries 
of the next life. There is a tremendous unfolding of 
these matters that will soon be given to the world.

The Test.

Words are the silent 
manifestations of the forms of sound, but they also 
can be dispensed with In the transmission of thoughts, 
and as the mental force and Intelligence become more 
sublimated th'iy, too, can be dispensed with.

Thus, with well considered strokes of the pen, the 
youag woman elided what might be considered In 
some quarters as a mark of authenticity, and. Indeed, 
It is one of tbe few things in the whole manuscript 
which has any direct bearing on the Idf'^tit»' of the 
spirit aIlege<3tJo be communicating.

nected with It until the ttme of his death. He does 
not appear, however, to have made any éxtensìve nei 
of the new style In his writings.

Some idea as to the differencés In tbe method of ex- 
pression of living savant and shade may be gleaned 
from the following quotation from Firofessor James, 
which appeared in Professor Thompson'^ "Proofs of 
the-Life After Death," which was largely a sym« 
posium. In this the eminent Harvard psychologist 
wrotè:— 


"When the physiologist who thinks that his science 
cuts off all hopes of immortality pronounces the phrase 
'Thought Is a function of the brain' he thinks of ths 
matter just as he thinks when he says 'Steam is « 
function of the steam kettle,' 'Light Is a function of 
the electric circuit,' 'Power is the function of the mor- 
Ing waterfall.' In these latter cases the several ma* 
terial objects have the function of Inwardly creating 
or engendering their effects and their functions must 
be called a productive function. Just so he thinks 
that it must be with the brain. 
' 


"But In the world of physical natur«' productive 
function of this sort is not the only kind of function 
with which we are familiar. We have the permistlT« 
or releasing function and we hjive a transmlsslv« 
function. The keys of the organ have only a trans- 
missive function. They open successively the various 
pipes and let the wiud In the air chest escape In vari- 
ous ways. The voices of the various pipes are consti- 
tuted by the columns trembling as they emerge. But 
the air is not engendered In the organ. 


"My thesis now Is that when we think of the law 
that thought Is a function of the brain we are entitled 
to consider also permissive of transmissive function.'* 
One of the characteristics of the style of Professor 
James was its force and clearness. He would In life 
have scarcely used the Involved language which is 
employed in these alleged communications. The rhet- 
oric and nomenclature of spiritualism, somewhat tine 
tured with the vocabulary of Christian Science, have 
developed little since the early da3r8 of^the practice. 
The communications with the references to earth 
planes and spirit planes are couched in the same mys- 
terious jargon which has been In vogue since the days 
of the Fox sisters. Spiritualists and mediums have 
insisted that this Is the proper form for the spirits to 
use In addressing'mortals here below, and the fbfr 
mulae have become set with the lapse of time. 


Hundreds of communications are said to have been 
received" from Professor James from circles of spirit* 
uallsts all over the country, all expressing the same 
inability to communicate and promising light yet to 
come. The burden of this p8ychl(^8ong is "The time 
Is not yet." 
— 


Seeking the Light. 


Professor Hyslop said. In speaking of the somewhat 
lengthy communications purporting to come from tbe 
spirit world, that the question was whether one who 
could make such use of the word forms used in tùs 
might not give more details. 
He Is planning; to make extensive researches, witt 
no professional mediums in his effort, to come into 
communication with Professor James, a proceeding 
whichr he : could tàidertake with thoroughness had he 
any funds available for that purpose. He receives no 
salary ftom the society, and railroad fares and other 
expenses, besides the payment of stenographers to 
take records, cause the quest of the.spirit world to be 
more or less expensive. 


"Communications so far," said he, "are of no value

Prominent 
authorities on the building of poultry 
houses state that ventilation can best 
^ be furnished by leaving one end of the 
house open or covered with burlap or 
canvas, using no glass windows un- 
less necessary for light. 
The 
Idea 
òf • building a warm house should be 
Abandoned. 
It is shelter that is need- 
ed. The house should be built in such 
a way that the fowls will not roost 
near the open front where they would 
be exposed to winds; nor should it 
face the prevailing winds. 
A long 
• house Is more expensive to build, for 
a given capacity, than one more near- 
ly square. 
A long, narrow house Is 
also a cold house, having more ex- 


posed surfao« for a 
given 
capacity 
than a aquare house. 


The size of house necessary for a 
certain 
flock 
will vary in different 
sections. 
Where there is little 
or 
no snow and where the fowls can bo 
outdoors every day In the year, two 
square feet, of floor cpace per fowl 
will be ample. 
Where the climate 
is such that the fowls will seek shel- 
ter part of the year, rather than go 
outdoors on the 
iwige, considerably 
more space should be provided, say 
four to five square feet per fowl. The 
idea should not be to crowd them 
io much that their activity will be In- 
terfered with. 
Whether the shelter 
Is provided by enlarging the house or 
providing cheap scratching sheds. Is 
Immaterial. Two square feet per fowl, 
or even less. Is ample 
for 
roosting 
quarters. 


Roosts should be made low or near 
th ) ground—not higher than two feet. 
There are several reasons 
for 
this. 
Fowls of the heavier breed cannot fly 
high, and those of the lighter breeds 
frequently injure the soles of their 
feet In Jumping from high percheif. 
Roosts should be made all the same 
heights: for if they are made some 
higher than others, the birds will all 
flock to the highes. ones and crowd, 
which is undesirable. 


When dropping boards are used they 
should be low down, to permit of easy 
cleaning. 
They should be made of 
matched lumber anr be twenty Inches 
wide for one perch and three feet 
wide for two perches, the flrst perch 
placed at least ten inches from the 
wall. 
A good roost may be made 


from material two by two Ipches, then 
slightly rounded on the^dges. 


Poultry Keeping Is most successful 
where the colony system' prevails. The 
colony ^system means the housing of 
fowls In small houses, preferably por- 
table. where the fowls have free range. 
The chief advantage Is .that the fowls 
are more active or busier than when 
conflned in yards;/lecond, there Is less 
danger from outbreaks of disease, as 
it is possible to keep the houses on 
clean ground t>y moying them occa- 
sionally: and third, the fowls require 
less feeding and care, as they pick 
up conslde^ble food on the range. 
Another advantage of this system Is 
that the fowls will rid the farm of 
many injurious Insects, such as grass- 
hoppers. 
Then, the colony 
system 
will fit in^vith crop rotations, and for 
part of the year the fowls will live 
on the stubble fields. 


The illustrations shown represent a 
successful colony house used at the 
,Utah experiment station. 
The house 
has a cloth window, and the traps are 
very convenient, as they open from the 
outside.

Last fall I selected my seed as I usu- 
ally do. and stored It away. 
The corn 
was not well tnatured and I had trou- 
bl- in getting enough that was of good 
quality. 
I made a test in the early 
spring, and found that 
every grain 
uced in the test germinated. 


I secured two 
packages 
from a 
prominent seed grower: 
One of these 
tested a germinating power of 76 per 
cent., the other 84 per cent. 
If I had 
trusted to this man to furnish my seed, 
it looks as if I would have had a very 
poor stand of corn. 


This would have reduced the yield 
several bushels per acre and would 
have been a costly experience. I think 
tl 
it is blways safe to save plenty 
of seojd corn to meet the requirements 
of the farm, then If new varieties are 
to be tried, purchase seed only In a 
limited way, and see whether the new 
vi-rlety is adapted to the locality where 
it is to be grown, before depending 
upon it largely.—A. J. Legg.

PREPARING BEES FOR WINTER 


IMPOR'TANT CONSIDERATIONS IN WINTERINS ARE 
PLENTY OF STORES OF GOOD QUALITY. SOVUD 
HIVES. AND PROTECTION FROM 
COLD AND DAMPNESS. 


BY P. G. HBRllAN. 


In considering the requisites for suc- 
cessful bee wintering, it may be weU 
to note that 
success 
is frequently 
hinged upon very small things. The 
neglect In attending to the small af- 
fairs of life Is sure to bring about dis- 
aster. 


Bees starve to death with honey 
in the hittes. and sometimes that with- 
in two Inches of th(fm, from the fact 
that during cold weather bees form 
themselves into one compact 
body, 
and w^en all the honey is consumed 
within their reach, unless the weather 
Is warm enough for them to change 
their location from, one part of the 
hive to another, in order to ^each 
their stores, they will surely starve 
with plenty of feed near them. 


This Is usually the case with single- 
walled hives, hence the option of chafT 
hives to confine the heat arising from 
the bees. 
Bees usually move toward 
the warmer part of the hive. 
If the 
s 
shines on one side of the hive in 
ccol or cold %veather, the cluster goes 
to that side. I have often had colonies 
eat out all the hone • In one end of the 
hive, and leave the other end full. 


As to passageways 
through 
the

combs, there is a difference of opinion. 
However, my experience leads me to 
conclude that they are unnecassary. 


It Is true that they filtord an oppor- 
tunity for an outer portion of the clus- 
ter to reach t 
adjacent inner comk- 
space if the bees hapbsn to be lo- 
cated directly over the passageway and 
the weather is warm, otherwise they 
serve no purpose. 


J have settled down, for my own 
part on using a woolen blanket or 
carpet cover, and on top' of it, poms 
and absorbent material such as saw- 
dust. chaff, cut straw and leaves. 
. The woolen material next the bees 
c .iveys the moisture to the 
other 
side of the piece of blanket or carpet 
where contact with the absorbent ma- 
t'^rial causes it to pass upv/crd, so 
rendering ir harmless to the bees. 


I suppose there is the-slightest pos- 
sible upward ventilation, a sort of slow 
percolation of air and moisture, but It 
works well, provided the entrance of 
the hive is not too narrow and con- 
tracted. 


Bees inhale vapor, and when this 
vapor strikes the cold wallsjof the hive 
It sometimes congeals into n'osts, melt- 
ing. Into water and running out of the 
hive as soon as the weather is warm 
enough. 


Sometimes it merely condenses into 
water and runs out of the hive as soon 
as enough is collected. 
Whether cold 
# 
warm, this vapor is being' sent 
all the time, only when it Is warm 
enough it does not condense into water 
or ice. 


It very often occurs that the en- 
trance of hives becomes clogged with 
dead bees, and the colonies do not 
have ventilation enough. 
One of the 
indications of this is when you see 
*iater running out of the 
entrance, 
which goes to show that the air inside 
is damp-and impure. 


Take a stout piece of wire with a 
hook on the end, and rake out the 
dead bees. 
When frost forms about 
the Inside of the hive, the vapor from 
the bees, together with the congeal- 
ing of it in the remote parts of the 


Spring Bee Bscqiei. 


hive, gives a blulsh-white appearaaea 
to the surface of the combs, which 
by the inexperienced, is oftea ittto* 
taken for mold. 


The bees also must be kej^ dry. A 
substantial hive, with a tight roof; 
will kesp out the rain. 


A few Inches of dry, poms material, 
such as chafC or ground cork packefl 
between the cluster and the reef, will 
iis. :9 a good effect on keeping the beea 
comfortable, allowing the moisture tq 
pass off slowly. 


A draught would be injuriona. Wd 
advise a wind-break of some sort on 
the north and west sides of the hlTsa. 
Also guard against the mice, aad haT« 
the hive entrances shallow and losf« 
ral'aer than roiwA. 
< n «infill 


Do not neglect the bees: M« to f t 
that they have food enongh antt to 
spare. 
Bees differ from other 
t m ^ 
stock In this respect, that they 
be given their full supply ot food at 
once and they will help tUemseihreo 
as their need requires. Plitetjr of good 
food above the cluster Is whkt take» 
them through every time.

THE RIGHT WAY TO SHED MACHINERY 


BY M. CLOVKBDELL. 


Shedding machinery is not merely 
jamming tools and implemjnts under 
shelter.' 
There's a proper method of 
procedure in accomplishing the work, 
the same as in storing anything else. 
• - Arrange to have all the Implements 
under some kind of shelter, and the 
first = ralnx—day that comes get them 
ready to house in the regular machine 
sheds. 
• In order to do this properly. It will 
be -necessary for you to have on hand 
a good 
supply of implement 
paint, 
acme first-class machine oil, some old 
c'oths, a hammer, wrenches, bolts and 
nu.ts galore. 


; Tour very first step will be that of 
Inspection, cleaning up and repairing. 
With any kind of clean, coarse cloth 
go carefully over each Implement, re- 
iriovlng all grime, dirt and grease. It 
Is most essential that you clean oflE all 
cog wheels, shafts and bearings. 
In 
doing this, one will ascertain where all 
taps, bolts, straps of iron, castings and 
]:ileces of wood are loose, damaged or 
. rhlBSIng. 
These should be fully re- 


- placed or repaired while they are fresh 
fn the mind, lest they be neglected till 


- the machine is needed again. 


. When eabh Implement Is thus over- 
hauled, a thorough oiling should fol- 
Jow, 
L^t every cup 
nd oil receiver 
.fee, filled to overflowing. Oil Is mighty 
cheap 
when we consider its saving 
qualltlee. 


"'isrhere a plow or cultivator Is gone 


over, all shovels and shares should 
be given a thin coat of linseed oil to 
prevent rusting, 
iickles 
should be 
oiled, carefully wrapped in old dry 
gunny sack's, and laid away In a safe 
place. 


Where Implements have the paint 
nearly worn off, it is preferable to give 
the entire 
surface a good 
coating. 
Where there are only occasional places 
scaled or broken off, a stroke or two 
of the paint brush will be sufficient. 


Be especially particular to paint all 
woodwork, carefully filling each crac|^ 
and crevice to prevent further decay. 


As soon as the paint has dried suf- 
ficiently 
for one to handle the ma- 
chinery, it should be placed In the 
machine sheds, and here a system 
should be employed. 


Shed each piece of machinery in 
tho order it will be taken \>ut fof 
service next spring—-the tools used In 
the fall occupyiiig the back part of 
the shed, or overhead; those used In 
the summer next; and those needed 
for early spring work nearest the door 
right where they may be run out eas- 
ily and on quick notice. 


This will save an enormous amount 
of time and energy in shifting ma- 
chinery about; while every piece will 
remain in its place and receive the 
full benefit of being in shelter until 
actually needed. 
And when the sea- 
son for using machinery comes on, ev- 
erythlng ^ill be in readiness.

FEEDING FOR HEALTH AND VITALITY 


I believe It is time that we dairy- 
men took a more rational view of our 
business and feed our cows in a man- 
ner that would promote their health 
and vitality Instead of forcing them to 
their vary limits, as Is the practice in 
many sections where dairying is the 
exclusive branch of agriculture. We 
are feeding too narrow rations for the 
good of our cows. 


Cows that are raised and developed 
on clover hay, ensilage, whekt, bran 
and oats, with good luxuriant pasture 
grais during the summer will make 
better cows than those that are over- 
fed on a ration ill adapted to their 
needs. 
I wUl stake my reputation on 
this fact. We may not make as much 
milk, but we will have better pro- 
ducing cows and calves, and 
what 
milk we do make will be made cheap- 
er and our herd will gradually be ¿ret- 
ting better. 


I do not care whether a ri^ion is 1 
to 4 or 1 to 7 as long as ItMoes the 
buslnese and is beneficial to the h d l t h 
of the cattle. 
Then, again, the aver- 
age dairyman does not employ meth- 
ods best calculated to give the best re- 
sults In breeding. Some dairymen will 
raise e\ery heifer calf bom on his 
term, while another dairyman will not 
raise any.

dairymen to make some exchange of 
calves whereby only the best calves 
from high-producing cows would be 
raised. 


In this way dairymen y^ho had the 
facilities for raising and 
developing 
the helfors could go out and get the 
very best calves and raise them and 
sell them for a good price Instead 
of growing the weedy. Inferior calves 
that were bom on^hls farm. 


This would do more than any one 
thing to Improve thè qualKjr' of our 
dairy herds, and growers could realize 
greatly 
Increased 
profits upon the 
cows that they raised. 
In connection 
with this calf exchange there would 
need to be a system of selection, for 
the laws of heredity control the, dairy 
function aa fully as they do the' other 
characteristic!^ 


The matter of providing comfortable 
and sanitary stables for dairy cat- 
tle is a matter 
that is rapidly ap- 
proaching a science. 
Years ago cow 
stables were perfectly ventilated 
by 
half-inch cracks between the boards, 
but these stables proved too cold for 
winter milk production, and farmers 
were advised 
to build tj^eir stables 
tight, Inclosing them 
with matched 
lumber, and not to allow their coWs 


to go outside during cold weather. 
Some even went to the extreme of 
warming the cow's drinking water for 
them in the stable. 


The result of these close, warm sta- 
bles was vitiated air, lack of exercise, 
debility and tuberculosis. 
Next, da.lry- 
men were advised to a l ^ w a certain 
number of cubic feet of air space for 
each animal when building their sta- 
bles, and many of these stables proved 
too cold for winter milk production 
and too damp for the health of the 
cattle. 
Now the stable question seems 
narrowed, down, to a pratclcal system 
of ventilation and many of the most 
practical dairyman are putting In such 
a system. 


Suitable feed, pi2|>e water, good ven- 
tilation and proper exercise are all 
necessary. 
The great question 
for 
practical dairymen is to draw a line 
between the essentials and the non- 
essentials. 


Water in front of each cow Is a nice 
thing, but if ^he cows are not turned 
out for exercise each day, it is a ques- 
tion whether it is a good thing or not. 
I wouW much prefer not to have wate| 
in front of my cows. If It was to be 
used as. an excuse for not turning 
them out to exercise In the s'ard.

To the E d i t o r : — w a s much Inter- 
ested in a description I read recently 
of the new method of planting adopted 
by some English growers — that of 
ramming the roots Into small opening 
like setting a fence post. 
Is not this 
about the same as the Stringfellow 
method, of which I know but little?— 
J. C. 


The method referred to is almost 
the same as the Stringfellow method. 
Mr. .Stringfellow believes In the fol- 
lowing: Prune the tree very closely at 
both top and root. 


Ma!:e openlners only large enough to 
take In the root, and^ pack thé soli 
firmly by tramping with the foot, or 
even ramming with a round-headed 
stick. 


Prune very sparingly, if any, until 
the trees come into the .first, or even 
second year's- bearing—^Just 
enough 
to keep the tree in decent form. 


When this method was flrst advo- 
cated by Mr. Stringfellow, a Texas 
grower, it was received - with 
little 
favor by practical orchardlsts, some 
of them even ridiculing the Idea, say- 
ing that 
jainmlng 
the soil tightly 
about the roots would prevent growth. 
However, 
numerous 
experiments, 
which have been conducted along this 
lino the past few years show that the 
method has considerable merit, after 
all. 


Most good orchardlsts now believe 
Ir trimming the roots very closely, and 
there is no d b u b f that it is much 
better to cut the tops back very vigor- 
ously rather than to plant them just 
as they come from the nursery. 


In praning tho roots, iCr. Btriag- 
fellow leaves one prlnefple tap root, 
rather long, and says that his expert« 
ments show that by trimming the 
roots closely a deep root growth will 
be obtained. 


Some of the most 
premlnent or» 
chardlsts in the conntiT declared that 
If the roots were closely pruned they 
would rot and cause the tree to dle^ 
However, experiments have shown this 
to be fallacy. 


The fact is that when a tree is start« 
ed with a large number of roots, many 
of them, particularly the smaller onesk 
rapidly decay. 
So Ifr. Stringfellow'o 
argument that It Is useleaw to plant 
these roots seems to be borne out by 
the experiments of the past ten years. 


It Is now conceded by perhaps a ma- 
jority of progressive orchardlsts that 
when roots are closely trimmed, the 
tap root grows down more deeply and 
the tree stands a better chance of liv- 
ing and growing vigorously. 


In the matter of pruning, there Is 
yet a great difierence of opinion. There 
a- 
many advocates of vigorous trim* 
ming, particularly for low-headed ef- 
fects, but there are those who claim 
that much heavier crops are obtained 
by allowing the tree to grow In ita 
natural way, pruning only enough to 
remove the surplus wood and admit 
tho sunshine. 


Whil^ the long tap root would aat* 
urally''supply more 
moisture 
t h a a 
roots close to' the surface, there Is no 
doubt that the latter will gather mere 
plant food because it lies d o s e 
to 
the surface. 


A MOVABLE CORN tSlIB. 


The walls of this corn crib are built 
of barrel staves; the roof may be of 
lap-siding or any kind of r<Mflng you 
want. 


For the side walls, use two lengths 
of s t ^ e s and run a pole on the mid- 
dle, "G ihown in the cut to nail the 
staves on, and 
run tho 
two 
rods 
through the middle of the crib, one 
through poles and one through plates. 


The size of the crib Is according to the 
amount of com raised. 


The walls must slant out a little, as 
shown In the cut, as this will keep out 
the raln'better. 
The floor -is tight. 


This kind of a crib is quite cheap 
and may be built of small poles nailed 
close together if no barrel staves are 
at hand. 


Such a crib keeps tho corn In good 
c-ndltion. 
It drys quickly and keeps 
dry all the year around, which is not 
possible for com kept In a tight gran- 
ary where It molds and spoils at once.

TALK OF TEXAS MAN

O. N. Guldlln. S. M. Foster, E. A. 
Wagner and Dr. E. J. McOscar fol- 
lowed Mr. Ramsey with talks, all In- 
teresting and practical. 
All of them 


commended tho commission form of 
government for the conduct ot munic- 
ipal affairs except Messrs. Foster and 
Guldiin.

The -rl'fe of the 
beer drinker is short.. Society's views 
of alcohol have changed. Instead V 
giving strength and vitality to the sys- 
tem, as once held, It detracts. Drink- 
ers need help and the medical men, of 
all the most competent to know the 
conditions and give help, are of al 
the most indifferent- 
The desire for 


drink will rjie out in a person and 
right living is one of the biggest fac- 
tors in promoting the death of appe- 
tite. 
The alcoholic problem is more 


a physical than a moral problem. A!- 
cohoi possesses tremendous powers o 
heat and light. 
H can be produced 


from many substances and is a by- 
product of many others. A tremendous 
revolution of industrial ^energies wll 
follow a better understanding of this 
and it will lead in a new era in the 
economics of the race. The extinction 
of the saloon will follow. The change 
in breweries and distilleries is bound 
to come and frantic efforts ot the trade 
to obseruct progress will not avail. 


Dr. Crothers1 Address. ' 


These were some 
of the pointed 


statements made at Tuesday night's 
meeting of the Allen County Medical 
society in the assembly room of the 
court house, -when Dr. T. D. Crothers. 
ot Hartford. Conn., spoke on the sub- 
ject of inebriety. Dr. Crothers Is one 
of the 
foremost authorities 
on that 


subject in the country and his ad- 
dress was of absorbing interest 


of civtlization are found to be the di- 
rect result of causes which are trace- 
able and which move with a uniform- 
ly and certainty that .cannot be mis- 
taken. 
In the same way inebriety, 


marked by an Insane-like impulse 
or craze for spirits with a full knowl- 
edge of the results, is traceable to 
causes and to physical 
conditions 


which can be understood, controlled 
and prevented jv'ith the same certainty 
as any other disease. 
"A deep-seated conviction is grow- 


ing In the public mind that the alco- 
holic problem Is a physical and not a 
moral one. and that me same laws 
which govern the slow development of 
human Ufa work with equal exactness 
In tearing down and destroying the 
unfit and removing those who disobey 
the exact requirements of physical 
laws. 


Saloon Is Doomed. 


"Scientific research has pointed out 


beyond question that alcohol possesses 
tremendous powers for heat and light 
which can be made force producers 
equal to electricity. 
Every year new 


discoveries show that alcohol can be 
made from a great variety of sub- 
stances, many of which are now re- 
garded as waste products, and thes<- 
can be produced very cheaply. Al 
ready this has become practical in 
Germany and other continental coun- 
tries where alcohol Is manufactured 
from potatoes, beets, roots and other 
substances and used for power and 
light at a cost of 20 cents per gallon. 
As a fuel It is far superior to coal, 
wood and oil. and in the manufacture 
of electricity it is cheaper than steanv 


"Thus a tremendous revolution of

ple were eick. Only within the last 
fifty years have we come to realize 
that drinkers are nick and as utterly 
unfit and unable to take care of thcm- 
eelves aa the typhoid fever .victim. In 
1868 
the first Institution for treating 


victims of the drink nnd drug habit 
was established 
m Blnghampton, N. 


Y.. and it wns with this institution, 
which was abandoned eighteen years 
later, that I was tlrst connected, as 
since then may others of a like nature 
have sprung up. 


Alcoholism and Inebriety. 


"The two things that wo hear tho 


most about are alcoholism and in- 
ebrity.'the nearest thing to tho first 
named, which is the most uncurabtj. 
is the steady beer drinker, who Is an 
alcoholic, because his system Is thor- 
oughly poisoned. Inebriety signifies a 
man who drinks at intervals, who has 
periods of excess and then sobers up 
and remains sober for some time. It 
is a curious fact that this is what the 
civilization of the present day is pro- 
ducing the 
nfflSt 
freely. The beer 


drinker Is dying on', and this is evi- 
denced In Germany as clearly as any 
place. In our experience we find mod- 
crate drinkers, who drink every day, 
and these are the alcoholics. The mod- 
crate drinker dies early and the life of 
the beer drinker Is short. Inebriety is 
something 
of 
which some 
of 
the 


most celebrated men In the country are 
victims, and that is the kind we are 
' treating and the kind that are^ curable. 


Fifty per cent, of the drinking man 
have Inherited some kind of a defect 
from their parents, and if they had not 
been exposed would in all probability 
gone through life without any trouble. 
Take the foolish doctors who prescribes 
n, little wine, beer or claret to his p.a- 


. tient. He is lighting the match that 


sets off the magazine. In the last ten 
years find especially 
the 
last .Ive 


years the views regarding alcohol have 
changed. We have been told that al- 
cohol gives strength and vitality, but 
numerous tests have proved that in- 
stead of giving vitality to the system 
it detracts." 


At this -point 
in his address Dr, 


Crothers cited several tests that had 
been made to bear out this statement. 


Man Need Help; Should Have It. 


^."We are face to face with a class of 
men who need help, and physicians 
who are the most competent to,know 
are the ones who are the most indiffer- 
ent," continued Dr. Crothers. "Why 
should we stand idle when this vast 
army of misery is plunging down? 
The question arises are they curable. 
They aro In a very large degree. Take 
as an .illustration tha great white 
plague, and you will find tnat a certain 
number of the victims are cured, and 
tlio victims of alcohol are curable in 
the same way. 
The ones who are 


cured of consumption are shown how 
to live better, and the treatment of 
drinking men should, be followed out 
in the same manner, as success hinges 
on this. The desire for drink will die 
out In a person, and die naturally, or 
by the use of certain medicines, which 
are- predominant in the practice of 
quacRsi can be made to die out, but 
the desire is apt to come to lifo at any 
time, and. right living Is one of the 


• biggest factors in preventing this.

When 
done add the prepared liver and cook 
very slowly for half nn hour, turning 
frequently. 
Pour off a. portion of the 


fat (if too much), leaving about three 
tablespoonfuls in the pan.

ticient flour to absorb the fat and stir 
until browned. Add slowly one pint 
and a half of hot water, stirring until 
thick and smooth, season with one 
tablospoonful of Worchj-storshirc rind 
salt and pepper to taste, simmer for 
live minutes longer and serve very hot. 


Almond Croquettes.—Scald one pint 


of milk, bent well together the yolks of 
three eggs, one-quarter of a cupful of 
cold milk, a pinch of salt, one table- 
spoonful of flour, 
two scant 
table- 


spoonfuls of cornstareh and one-half a 
cupful of sugar. 
Dilute this w i t h the 


hot milk, return to the double boiler 
and cook for fifteen minutes, stirring 
until very thick and smooth. Add one- 
half a cupful of finely chopped al- 
nvnds. one tenspoonful of butter and 
ten drops of almond extract, stir for 
moment, and pour out 
into a well- 


greased pan. When cold and 
firm, 


turn on a well crumbed board and cut 
the crenm into squares. Dip each piece 
in slightly beaten egg- and 
roll 
in 


crumbs, let stand for ten minutes, then 
repeat, the egging and crumbing. Tm- 
merse in smoklug-hot fa.t until golden 
brown, drain on nnglnsed paper, dust 
with powdered sugar, lay n tiny spoon- 
ful of currant jelly on each one and 
serve at once.

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DETROIT'S COLONY FOR WIDOWS. 


Farms to Bo Established That De- 


pendent Women May Be Self- 


. 
Supporting. 


(Detroit Mews.} 


The establishment of a farm of over 


1.200 acre* on the Portage river, ahout 
forty miles southwest ot Detroit, where 
widows and deserted women with their 
children may be self-supporting. Is 
advocated by Superintendent J. B. 
Williams, ot the Associated Charities. 
The produce' of the farm will be mar- 
keted and. Its profits turned over to 
the workers. Better than this, as soon 
as a member of the community has 
proved herself capable of running a 
small place, she will be transferred to 
a farm In the neighborhood and given 
a chance to pay for the place with 
savings. 
In this way toom will be 


made for newcomers, while those who 
have already had the benefits of the 
system will he abls to live In the vi- 
cinity, and If they so desire, market 
their produce through the central or- 
ganization. 


During the past year 1,568 women 


and children were left without means 
of support in Detroit. 'Of this number 
211 were widows, 181 deserted wives 
nnd 1.176 children. 
' Chicken raising, general farming and 
the growing of fruit will be the busi- 
ness at the farm for the Indigent. As 
there will be heavy work necessitating 
men, couples in destitute circumstances 
will be permitted, to jotn the colony. 


The children, although they will be 


expected to help In the lighter forms 
ot labor, will be permitted to enjoy the 
outdoor life as much as possible, and 
this, it Is thought, will result in less 
disease and deaths among the' young 
of the poor. 
Amusements for 
the 


adults will not be neglected, as Mr. 
Williams believes that the lighter side 
of life must be satisfied.

of his young stenographer, said: 
"I 


would not want a better or more skill- 
ful worker. 
All the assistance she 


needs Is to have the paper placed be- 
side her and the top of the sheets In- 
dicated, and then away she goes at a 
rapid rate on the typewriter. 


"The numerical bar on the front of 


her machine Is filed to Indicate the 
'tons' and''fives'—the fives on top and 
the tens beneath. Otherwise It Is Just 


the same as any other typewriter. 


"I believe she Is well able to t*k« 


dictation on her typewriter, although * 
have never tried her. She also has a 
mnchlne used by, blind stenographers, 
which types a letter In raised charac- 
ters. I have never found It necessary 
for her to use this.

THE SUPREME COURT AT WORK. 


How the Justices Prepare Their De- 


cisions and Dissenting Opinion*. 


(Independent. New York.) 


On Saturday evening each justice re- 


ceives from tho chief justce an en- 
velope containing the names of the 
cases the chief justice has decided to 
allow the justice to write the opinions 
In, and the chief justice also notifies 
the justices of the hour of the confer- 
ence on Monday morning. 
The con- 


ferences aro usually held In the con- 
ference room under locked doors. The 
chief justice presides and cases are 
taken up or postponed according to the 
wishes of the Injustice, or their readi- 
ness to consider them. Each justice 
Is furnished with a lock 
book. 
In 


which he may enter, the details of a 
case, the record of tho vote on confer- 
ence and the final disposition. 
On a 


case being assigned by the chief jus- 
tice to a justice to write the opinion 
of the court the opinion when written 
must be agreeable to the justices. If 
not the dissatisfied justice, will prompt- 
ly write a dissenting opinion. In some 
Instances four of the justices have each 
written a dissenting opinion, but the 
usual custom !s for one to write it and 
announce that the others concur. 


Before a case is reached for argu- 


ment tho justices familiarize them- 
selves with its records and briefs, and 
when one is directed to write the opin- 
ion he makes ft study of the case, long 
or short, as Its gravity demands. This 
may take a few days or months. The 
opinion Is dictated and 
after being 


typewritten it Is corrected, boiled down 
'and revised; another copy 
Is 
then 


made, further revised and sent to the 
printer. In order that the compositors 
who set tha type may not know the de- 
cision of the case, the foreman sets up 
tho last few lines of the opinion, locks 
them In n. safe, and after the opinion is 
set tip he adds them to It,, takes two

proofs and forwards them under Jock 
and key to the justice. 
It Is again 


read and revised and sometimes Com- 
pletely altered and returned 
to the 


printer, corrected by the latter and 
nine revises sent to the justice. 


I* the opinion Is now satisfactory to 


the justice a copy is mailed to each 
member of the court. These aro re- 
turned to the justice with the notations 
of the Justices and tho opinion Is re- 
x'lsed or changed, if need he, to con- 
form to their views. 
1C there be a dis- 


senting opinion the justice writing the 
majority opinion holds It until the dis- 
sent Is completed. 


Then on some Monday, tho court bo- 


Ing In session, tho justice announces an 
opinion In the caso, giving lt^«rnum- 
ber and title, and then proceeds to read 


it at length to tho dozen people who 
may be present. If there bo a dissent- 
Ing opinion the justice writing the dis- 
sent reads it and announces the names 
of the justices who concur with him.; 
Afterward the official reporter of the 
court sends a verified copy of tho opin- 
ion to tho publishers of the United 
States supreme court reports, and the 
case finally becomes one of thousands 
In tho law libraries, to be read and re- 
read If of moment, or to be forgotten 
if mere detail.

•wrongs suffered by the soldiers and 
sailors. 
Under threat the governor 


granted every demand. 


No casualties are reported, but the 


military officers say they have lost all 
control of the troops. The security ot 
life and property Is not guaranteed. 


When the rebels arrived at the gov- 


ernor's house the governor's aide pro- 
tested against their entrance. A bayo- 
net was placed at his throat and he 
was threatened with instant death If 
he gave an alarm.
